‘“When I was in the Court of Special 
Sessions there was a man brought before 
me who had brutally assaulted a poor fel- 
low who did not have the $25 necessary 
to join the Brass Workers’ Union. He ap- 
peared in great boastfulness, and told of 
the rights of labor. He was guilty of a 
cowardly, vicious assault, and we could 
have given him three months. I wanted 
to, but my associates were content with 
thirty days, and when this boastful, brutal 
man was in jail, he wrote a letter of deep

‘“‘Ii you arouge capital, make no mistake, 
it will crush you into the dust as you have 
never been before, and the political liber- 
ties of your country will be of the past. I 
have told you a truth that is not, in my 
judgment, to be disputed, and one that is 
not preached from the public platforms. 

LABOR SELDOM ATTACKED. 

“From the public platform labor is sel- 
dom attacked, the speakers being willing 
1o say anything that will make it appear 
that they are the friends of the people. 
Men don't talk sense, as a rule, when they 
talk about labor, They are prefectly will- 
ing to talk about the trusts—that is popu- 
lar. I mean to emphasize the fact that 
there are many elements in the trusts 
which are practically vital to the welfare 
of this country. The thing to do is to oom 


with the wrongs of the trusts. 
‘In regard to labor, I have sought 
point out the offensive and weak elements.

“What would one of the people of old 
who fought and died for liberty say if he 
should come back to the shock and horror 
of finding that those who spend the money 
of the taxpayers recklessly are largely 
those who do not pay the taxes? There is 


no good of dreaming of going back to the 
property qualification of the voter. But 
there is something to think about, and that 
is how easy it is for our representatives to 
be free and open-handed with the money 
paid by others. This 10 per cent. of those 
who pay are not as frugaland careful of the 
public funds as the 90 per cent. would be.

to | VIRTUOUS WASHINGTON POLICE. 


They Refuse to Enter a Barroom Even 
to Make an Arrest. 


New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.—A_ question 
which has been referred by the District 
Commissioners to the Corporation Counsel 
for decision invests the police of Wash- 
ington with virtues not commonly supposed 
to mark policemen. The question, which 
has been raised by the Retail Liquor Deal- 
ers’ Association, is as to the right of a 
policeman to enter a barroom when on duty. 
It appears that the police of Washington so 
shrink from entering barrooms that, in or- 
der to appearance of evil, they 
will not saloon even to make an 
arrest. 

A letter from the Secretary of the Liquor 
Association to the Commissioners says: 
“Tt appears that when an officer is called 
by a saloonkeeper to remove a disorderly 
person from his place of business, the offi- 
cer generally expresses an unwillingness 
to enter and suggests that the offending 
»arty be’ conducted to the door.” 

The question submitted to the Corporation 
Counsel is whether the police are justified 

| in this total abstinence from barrooms, or 
whether they have a legal right to go in 
when a riot is in progress.

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MURDER IN COAL FIELDS 


Miner Beaten to Death by Strikers | 
at Olyphant, Penn. 


Deed Perpetrated Within Half a Mile 
cf Soldiers’ Camp—Coal and Iron 
Policeman Almost Killed 
at Wilkesbarre. 








SCRANTON, Penn., Sept. 25.—James 
Winston, forty-eight years old, was killed 
and his son-in-law, S. J. Lewis, was se- 
verely injured by a gang of Hungarian 
strikers, who waylaid them on their way 
to work at Grassy Island Colliery of the 
Delaware and Hudson Company to-day. 


The affair tock place half a mile from and 
almost within sight of the camp of the 
Thirteenth Regiment at Olyphant. Lewis 


got away, but Winston had his skull 
crushed with a club and fell unconscious. 
While he lay prostrate and dying the 


crowd jumped on him, kicked him in the 
face, and beat him with clubs. After danc- 
ing about their victim, clapping their 
hands, and singing, the crowd left him. 
Winston was carried home by William 
Doyle, a non-union man, and Mrs. Doyle, 
who witnessed the murder. Harry Simrock, 
Tom Priston, and Harry §$hubah, the three 
men who are alleged to have committed 
the actual crime, have fled. Six men and 
& woman who were in the crowd from 
which the assailants emerged were arrest- 
and held in $1,000 bail each as wit- 
nesses. 

Mrs. George Marshall, colored, wife of the 
proprietor of a hotel at Jessup, armed with 
a shotgun, safely escorted a hunted non- 
union man through a crowd of 100 strikers 
from the hotel to the Sterrick Creek Col- 
liery stockade late last night. When the 
crowd began to avenge itself by bombard- 
ing the hotel, Mrs. Marshall fired on the 
nearest group, and peppered a dozen men 
with bird shot. This scattered the mob, 

A company from the Thirteenth Regiment 
was called this morning to disperse a crowd 
which was tearing up tracks at the Pan- 
coast Colliery in Throop. 

This evening a crowd of strikers threw 
at non-union men who were being 
escorted home from work in Forest City. 
The soldiers loaded their guns, and the 
commander said he would give the word to 
fire if another stone was thrown. The 
crowd melted away. One man who held 
back was arrested.

WILKESBARRE, Penn., Sept. 25.—Gen. 
Gobin and a part of the Eighth Regiment 
arrived at the mining town of Duryea late 
this afternoon. Duryea is almost on the 
dividing line between Luzerne and Lacka- 
wanna Counties, and ever since the strike 
began has been the scene of many acts of 
violence. The military authorities thought 
tt would be advantageous to have a large 
contingent of soldiers at this point, as they 
can be moved into Lackawanna or Luzerne 
County at short notice. 

The Ninth Regiment, with headquarters 
in this city, did its first guard duty to-day. 
One battalion went to Nanticoke, Ply- 
mouth, and Wanamie, where they dispersed 
large crowds that had assembled in the 
vicinity of the mines. 

Burgess Williams has 
Jacobs for special officers to patrol the 
streets of the town of Nanticoke. He says 
he can no longer control the strikers and 
the sympathizers who stone the houses of 
non-union men. 

David Aknew, a coal and iron policeman, 
was assaulted by strikers at Brookside, in 
the northern part of the city, this after- 
noon, and left on the road for dead. He 
was removed to the hospital in a critical 
condition. 

President Mitchell and his advisers at 
strike headquarters say the presence of the 
troops in Luzerne County and Lackawanna 
County has had the effect of strengthening 
the ranks of the strikers. The loca! coal 
operators claim the usual amount of. coal 
was mined to-day. 

One hundred and fifty miners left here 
for Ohio to-day, where they have secured 
work in the soft coal mines, 

HARRISBURG, Penn., Sept. 25.—Gov.

shall exist the Commander in Chief shall 
call upon the National Guard, and he may 
at his discretion order any number of men 
of the enrolled militia to be drafted, and 
may detail or commission officers to organ- 
ize the forces.’ The National Guard has 
been sent into the coal regions to suppress 
tumults, riots, and mobs where the civil 
authorities are unable to suppress them. 
It will not interfere with the civil, au- 
thorities, but;is there to aid and assist 
them in preserving order. There is now a 
surplus in the Treasury, and the State is 
prepared to maintain a large army in the 
field for an indefinite time. I have no 
hesitation in expressing my disapproval of 
tumults, riots, and mobs and all acts of 
violence, and my determination to suppress 
them and preserve order, regardless of 
consequences and regardless of cost.” 


WASHINGTON, Se 25.—Capt. G. W. 
Baird of the navy, who is Superintendent 


of the State, War, and Navy Departments 
Building, has been obliged to purchase soft 
coal for use in the building. Capt. Baird has 
caused an investigation to be made of the 
situation in the anthracite region, and says 
that the largest mines are from one-half to 
seven-eighths full of water, and that it will 
take three months to pump them out and 
have them in full operation so that the de- 
mand for coal can be met. 

On account of this information *. con- 
sulted the Controller as to whether he could 
be allowed to purchase soft coal for the 
State, War, and Navy Building, and such 
permission was granted. It is the intention 
of Capt. Baird to have the grates where 
soft coal is burned arranged so that there 
will be a minimum of smoke 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 25.—Presi-

\Wilkesbarre, said: 

“The press reports of lawlessness in the 
strike region are greatly exaggerated. 
There has been no serious outbreak. 

“There have been individual acts of inw- 
lessness, but nothing that has upproached 
concerted move on the part of the strikers. 

“There is no reign of terror, and the 
miners are conducting themselves as peace- 
ably as when the strike started. 

“Tt is not for me to criticise the State 
euthorities in sending treops to the strike 
peuien, but I do not ses any more need for 
troops now than there was the day the 
strike began.

The bankers of the 
country have each year before them the 
task of procuring and distributing the 
needed supply of such notes. With each 
recurring yvear the problem is made more 
difficult and the burden greater by the 
laws governing the Treasury Department in 
the matter of small currency issues. It is 
true at times small notes may be procured 
at the Sub-Treasuries in exc hange for notes 
of like kind in large denominations, upon 
application in advance to the Treasury De-

But this small concession may not 
always be had at interior Sub-Treasuries 
where the stock of small notes held. by 
them is limited and soon exhausted.

GOAL DEALERS PANICKY 


News of Increased Rioting, They 
Fear, Means Delay. 








Prices Higher and Difficult to Fix Be- 
cause There Is So Little Anthracite 
to be Had—Second Consign- 
ment of Welsh Coal. 


The news of increased rioting in the min- 
ing districts coupled with reports that it 
would delay the end of the coal strike 
caused a panicky feeling in this city yes- 
terday. The telephone wires leading to the 
offices of all the dealers were kept busy 
with anxious inquiries from customers who 
wanted to know where their Winter coal 
was going to come from, and the dealers 
tried, with little success in most cases, to 
reassure them. 

General Manager Childs of the New 
York, Ontario and Western Railroad said 
that the rioting had not decreased the net 
output in the collieries of the company. 


“In the places where the rioting was 
worst,’ he said, “‘the output was dimin- 
ished. In other places it was slightly in- 


creased, so that there might be said to be 
no change.” 

A representative of the Delaware and 
Hudson Canal Company said that he would 
make no more predictions as to when the 
strike would end. 

“It is easier to say what is going on to- 
day than to say what may happen to-mor- 
row,” he said. ‘“‘I do not care to under- 
take any more predictions." 

While dealers professed to 
the end of the strike is near, they were all 
very anxious, however, yesterday. They 
said that the fixing of a market price for 
anthracite had become a make-believe ef- 
fort, as there was so little of it to be had 
that it was impossible to fix a price. 
Prices altogether took a jump yesterday, 
and if the weather gets a Nttle colder do- 
mestic anthracite will go to unheard-of 
prices, as all their customers, the dealers 
say, are beginning to get scared about the 
chances for Winter fuel.

In the case of the pea coal, it was said 
the retail price was based on coal bought 
some time ago. One dealer said he knew of 
small lots of domestic anthracite being 
sold for $14 a ton. A member of the Retail 
Coal Dealers’ Association said: 

“Though no more coal is being used now 
than was used two months ago, the antic- 
ipatory demand is go great that the coal 
coming here is taken up so quickly that it 
does not affect the market. Little of the 
mined coal reaches this city, but what lit- 
tle comes here would have been more ap- 
parent two months ago.” 

With regard to substitutes for coal, 
said: 

“Some dealers are advising their cus- 
tomers to burn wood, and that will in- 
crease the price of wood. In fact, I am 
surprised that it is not much higher now. 
With regard to families burning soft coal, 
it would be impracticable in tenements. In 
fact, I do not know what the tenement 
dwellers. will do. In sigle houses where 
there are not too many flues people can 
burn soft.coal ‘mixed With small sizes of 
steam coal.”’ . 

Some of the east side grocers who seil 


coal by the pail have stopped selling it this 
year. Those who do sell it have to charge 
double the price paid for it last year.

Samuel Smoot, Secretary of the Retail 
Coal Dealers’ Association, said: ‘*‘ Domes- 
tic anthracite is practically unattainable. 
In two days I shall advise my customers 
to burn wood, if the present state of af- 
fairs lasts, but I have not done so yet.” 

The New York Association for Improving 
the Condition of the Poor is in a quandary 
this year, it was said, about supplying coal 
to the poor. Frank Tucker, one of its of- 
ficers, said: 

‘The providing of fuel for poor families 
this year will be a serious problem. Last 
year we supplied coal to over 1,000 poor 
ramilies. This year the cost will be more, 
but the cost is not so much the question 
as the getting of the coal at all.” 

The second consignment of Welsh hard 
coal to be brought to this port arrived yes- 
terday from Swansea on the steamship 
Glencoe, It consisted of 3,530 tons and was 
consigned to Furness, Withy & Co. Last 
week the steamship Devonshire brought 
4,000 tons. 


READING TO RESUME MINING. 


Determined Effort to to be Directed 
Toward a General Opening of West- 
ern Schuylkill Collieries. 
Special to The New York Times. 
READING, Penn., Sept. 25.—The Reading 
Coal and Iron Company has, according to 
trustworthy advices, to-day decided to con- 
centrate its effort at resumption of mining 
the western end of the Schuylkill re- 





at 
gions. They have taken out considerable 
anthracite in that section, and expect to 


output from now on. They 
have been quietly taking miners to that 
vicinity from all over the Schuylkill dis- 
trict, and they believe they have made the 
first real break in the strike. The ship- 
ments during the past few days have been 
light, but the company is concentrating 
coal at Cressona and Palo Alito, and the 
officials say that by to-morrow evening 
they will have at those points at least 
10,000 tons and perhaps 15.000, nearly all 
mined anthracite. 

Outside of the washery coal, all the 
newly-mined anthracite which the company 
will send to market will corme from West- 
ern Schyulkill-Wadsville, and Silver Creek. 
Good Spring colliery, it is claimed, is work- 
ing almost full-handea, and the officials 
expect to turn out 200 cars of coal a week. 
The force at Brookdale has also been in- 
creased, it is said, and will produce 20 
carloads weekly, including the output from 
the Kalmia washery. The normal output 
of this colliery is 8 cars a day. Coaj is 
also being taken out at Silver Creek. 

It is said that it is because of this con- 
dition of affairs in Western Schuylkill 
that the Reading Company's offer to allot 
coal to the public schools in Philadelphia, 
Reading, and other places was. made. 
From Tamaqua, Kalmia, Girardville, and 
half a dozen other places the company is 
bringing down washery coal. Yesterday 
the shipments through this city amounted 
to sixty car loads of coal, and last night 
100 cars more went through, representing 
in all 4,800 tons. In addition, the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad is taking through this city 
450 tons of washery coal daily, all from 
oints not of Reading, including Schuyl- 

ili Haven, Auburn, and Adamsdale. 

President Baer believes that Western 
Schuylkill will be the entering wedge for 
the breaking of the strike. Few foreigners 
have ever worked in the mines there, and 
the miners in that region were the last to 
strike. There have been no disorders there.

NEW YORK-CHICAGO HIGHWAY. 


Road Association Party. Inspecting the 
Route in an Automobile Reach

FIR AND CEDAR PRICE HIGHER. 


The Puget Sound Loggers Raise Rates— 
Available Supply of Timber Be- 
coming Scarce.

TACOMA, Washington, Sept. 25.—Puget 
Sound loggers this week raised the prices 
of fir and cedar logs until they now cost 
more than finished lumber sold for a few 
years ago. This situation brings out. the 
fact that the available supply of timber is 
getting scarce. By available supply is 
meant timber that can be cut tor Narvennt 
market purposes, sie 

Big. syndicates and milling companies 
have been purchasing timber lands in such 
quantities durnig the last three years that 
nearly all the stumpage tributary to water 
courses or existing railroads 18 ‘now in 
their hands. 

Revised prices for logs are $9 for floor- 
ing, $7.50 for merchantable, $5.50 for grade 
No. 2, and $9 to $13 for cedar. 

Until recently mills would not accept No. 
2 grade. Shingle mills can no longer operate 
profitably on tidewater, and are fast mov- 
ing into the timber belt, where freight on 
cedar logs can ‘be saved. It has also be- 
come necessary for mills to purchasé thetr 
own timber supply for self-protection. 

Many small mills have not sufficient cap- 
ital for this purpose, and are thus being 
forced out. Big mill companies owning 
thousands of acres of timber lands: have 
been letting their timber stand and pur- 
chasing logs in open market while timber 
was cheap. This has hastened consump- 
tion of timber not owned by syndicates.

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‘| THE PRESIDENTS HEALTH 


He Must Remain'in Bed at Least 
a Week Longer. 








His Physicians Report His Wound in 
Satisfactory Condition, but Enjoin 
Absolute Rest and Quiet.

WASHINGTON, Sept. — President 
Roosevelt passed a comfortable night and 
ate his breakfast with great relish this 
morning. After breakfast Dr. Rixey, Sur- 
geon General of the navy; Dr. O'Reilly, 
Surgeon General of the army, and Dr. 
Lung made an examination of the wound, 
and reported that it was in a satisfactory 
condition. They expect the inflammation 
to be allayed without complications. Ab- 
solute quiet has been enjoined upon the 
patient. 

There was a slight rise in the President's 
temperature last night after he reached 
the temporary White House. This was at- 
tributable to the excitement incident to his 
removal from the train, and was regarded 
as entirely natural in the circumstances. 
The President is in excellent spirits, but 
has acquiesced in the decision of his phy- 
sicians for absolute repose. The announce- 
ment is made that he will see no visitors, 
save the members of his Cabinet, and then 
only upon the most important business. 

It is the desire of the President that the 
public should be informed fully conccrn- 
ing his condition, but there is a natural 
antipathy against the issuing of bulletins 
lest the importance and gravity of the 
wound might be magnified. It is not un- 
likely, however, that Secretary Cortelyou 
occasionally may issue an official state- 
ment if for no other reason than to silence 
disquieting rumors. Possible complications 
can arise only if it should later deveisp 
that the bone of the leg is injured, a con- 
tingency not now anticipated. 

The President did not leave his bed ‘this 
morning, but sat up and read a_ bogk. 
Secretaries Shaw, Wilson, and Hitchcock 
found him reading when they called. They 
said that he looked as hale and hearty as 
he ever did. Secretaries Shaw and Wilson 
returned only this morning from Chicago, 
where they were to have met the President. 

Throughout the day the President re- 
mained sitting in bed, interesting himself 
with a book or chatting with Mrs. Roose- 
velt, except when directing the disposition 
of some matter regarded as_ pressing 
enough to bring to his attention. Little 
business will be laid before him, but there 
are several matters, including some pend- 
ing diplomatic appointments, which proba- 
bly will be attended to shortly. 

Only -a few of the foreign diplomats are 
in the city, but those who are here called 


personally to inquire after the President's 
condition. Among the first to arrive was 
ihe Japanese Minister, Mr. Takahira. 
There were also a number of other distin- 
guished callers, including Gen. James Long- 


street.

The Sec- 
retary made a passing reference to the sit- 
uation in South American waters, ‘Tt did 
not desire to trouble the President with of- 
ficial business,’’ said he, ‘‘ although he is 
as fit now to consider such matters as he 
ever was. He is like a man suffering from 
a sprained ankle, well and hearty except 
for local trouble with his leg.”” 

Dr. Lung remained at the White House 
throughout the day. At 4 o'clock Surgeon 
General Rixey came over from the Navy 
Department, and after he had seen the 
President it was announced that President 
Roosevelt had passed a comfortable day, 
with no apiece able change in his condi- 
tion. The slight rise in temperature noted 
during the night had disappeared. The doc- 
tors say that the President will be confined 
to his room a week or ten days, with two 
weeks as the outside limit.

“T-am not particularly interested in poll- 
tics,"’ Mr. McLaughlin said yesterday, with 
just the shadow of a smile, ‘‘and I am 
talking now merely as an individual, as a 
voter. I am not talking as a political 
leader; as a political leader I don’t talk. 
There isn’t any one who can say a single 
thing, against Mr. Coler. If there was any- 
thing ‘to»be said against him the newspa- 
pers would have dug it up long ago, and 
we'd all know all about it.

John C. Sheehan sent from West End, 


N. J., a letter of regret, in which he said: 


There is a better opening for our independent 
organization now than at any time prior to the 
late primary elections. If there is time enough 
left to circulate petitions and make nominations 
for State officers under the name of the Greater 
New York Democracy it would put us in a great 
position for the Mayoralty clection. If we can 
secure 10,000 votes under our emblem we would 
then be a party, and could nominate by conven- 
tion. Of course we should nominate the Demo- 
cratic candidates. 

I am not in the least downcast by defeat in the 
Ninth District. If I had not met with my unfor- 


tunate accident it would not have happened. 
Victory, however, would have been of no service, 
having failed in carrying other districts. I 


would therefore be alone if selected for member- 
ship in the Executive Committee Under such 


circumstances I would not have accepted an elec- 
tion and would have remained, as in the past, 
workinig for the building up of the Greater New 


York Democracy 

After Chairman Kelly had referred to the 
work of the organization, Wheeler H. 
Peckham said that the first duty of the 
Democrats is to batter down the tariff wall 
that fostered monopolies and trusts. 

“Tammany Hall,” he continued, “* has 
one sole purpose, that of public plunder, 
and to wipe it out of existence forever 
should be the purpose of the Greater New 
York Democracy. Tammany Hall never 
inaugurated or carried forward an honest 
or economical measure. If it were wise to 
organize the Greater New_York Democ- 
racy last year there was greater need now 


for its existence. We cannot afford to 
abandon it; we must keep it alive. All 
that is for good in human effert in political 


matters lies with you. We must crush the 


Croker combination or we will not have 
done our duty.” 

William Hepburn Russell said in part: 

“Our vote at the primaries demonstrated 
beyond a doubt that we hold the balance 
of power in local elections in this county. 
We have a voting strength in this county 
of not less than 30,000. The Tammany 


leaders have become so alarmed that they 
have begged and implored great and intlu- 
ential Democrats who did not affiliate 
with them to go to Saratoga as their rep- 
resentatives, so that Tammany Hall shall 
no longer be a stench in the nostrils of 
honest people. 

“There are no bosses or dictators in the 
Greater New York Democracy, nor will 
there be. While we repudiate Crokerism, 
Murphyism, Deveryism, and Tammanyism, 
we owe allegiance to the Democratic party. 
We will support the nominees of the State 
Convention because we know that Tam- 
many will not be able to nominate a single 
candidate on the ticket. The unit rule has 
been abandoned, thanks to the Greater 
New York Democracy, and the men who 
won in the Twenty-ninth District.” 

Mr. Russell offered the following resolu- 
tions: 


Resolved, That the nominees for the various 
Demo- 


State offices to be nominated by the 
cratic State Convention on Sept. 30 and Oct. 1, 
1902, be indorsed by this organization, under the 
emblem adopted by the Greater New York 
Democracy; and it is further : 
Resolved, That the indorsement of this or- 
ganization, so far as it affects the county and 
nomina- 


local officials, be withheld until after 
tions have been made and the character and 
qualifications of the nominees can be determoned. 

Resolved further, That a committee of five be 
appointed to carry into effect the foregoing 
resolution, and to arrange for a delegation from 
this organization to the Democratic State Conven- 
tion at Saratoga. 

Commissioner MacNulty was on his feet 
before Mr. Russell had a chance to move 
the adoption of the resolution, and his re- 
marks created considerable excitement, 

‘I don’t know,” he said, ‘“‘that those 
resolutions are all right. I think we are 
bound by the'results at the primaries. We 
made a mistake to pit outselves against 
Tammany Hall at this time. I feel I am in 
honor bound to support the Democratic 
nominees in any district. I swore that I 
would when I enrolled. We made a mis- 
take going into the primaries. We should 
have kept out until we were in a position 
to fight with some hopes of success. We 
have been delivered into the hands of 
Tammany.” 

Mr. Russell said: 

‘“*I think the gentleman will have great 
trouble in proving that he ever took such 
an oath. I do not think we are bound to 
stand by any candidate who may be nomi- 
nated.”’ 

Mr. MacNulty replied that he felt that 
he was bound by his oath as he went into 
the primaries with his eyes open. 

A lively discussion seemed imminent 
when ex-Senator Louis Munzinger moved 
the previous question. It was ordered and 
Mr. Russell’s resolutions were adopted by 
@ standing vote, Mr. MacNulty alone be- 
ing recorded in the negative. 

Femarks, commending the policy of the 
Greater New York Democracy and de- 
nouncing Tammany Hall were then made 
by Walter S. Logan, ex-Congressman John 
De Witt Warner, Deputy® Controller N. 
Taylor Phillips, and Chairman Kelly. 

The committeemen appoifited under the 
terms of the Russell resolution are: Will- 
iam Hepburn Russell, N. Taylor Phillips, 
Marcus R. Mayer, John De Witt Warner, 
and Louis Munzinger. On the motion of 
Mr. Russell, Chairman John P. Kelly and 
Bryan L. Kennelly were added to the com- 
mittee. 

Before the party dispersed forty-five 
gentlemen announced intentions of going 
with the delegation to Saratoga on Mon- 
day. It is axpected that the number will 
be increased to more than 100, 


CURBING THE TRUSTS. 


State Senator Donnelly’s Suggestions 
for a Solution of the Problem—No 
Constitutional Amendment. 


Referring to the utterances of the Presi- 
Gent recently and the solutions of the trust 


problem that have been suggested, State 
Senator Thomas F. Donnelly of this city 
issued a statement yesterday, in which he 
suggested a direct way of curbing the 


trusts. His contentions are that the true 


solution lies in State and Federal legisla- 


tion, and that Constitutional amendments 
are neither desirable nor necessary. He 
said: 

“My solution cf the trust problem re- 


cuires, first, that the several States should 
pass 2 law identical with Chapter 690 of 
the Laws of 1899 of the State of New York. 
but concerted action by the several States 
is only half of the remedy. We must have 
an cffective National law. 

“We know that Chapter 690 of the Laws 
of 1899 is an effective instrument with 
which to combat trusts, because the Court 
of Appeals and the United States Supreme 
Court have told us so, apd the experience 
of the Ice Trust proves it. The immunity 
ciause makes the New York State iaw 
effective, but it is not original with that 
law. That clause is copied from an act of 
Congress, supplemental to the Inter-State 
Commerce act approved March 2, 1898. The 
immunity clause contained in the Nacional 
act was construed by the United Statcs Su- 
preme Court, and held to be constitutional 
and valid, and to give complete immunity. 

“This being so, all that is necessary to 
combat trusts which carry on an inter- 
State business is to pass a Federal iaw 
supplemental to the Sherman anti-trust 
law, which will enable the District Attor- 
neys of the United States to obtain from 
a Circuit Court an order to compel wit- 
nesses to testify before trial relative to 
their knuwledge of violations cf the Sher- 
man act and to compel the production of all 
tooks and papers. [n other words, what ¢ 

ropose is to add to the Shern.an anti trus 
aw provisions similar to those of the New 
York State law, which provide means for 
enforcing the law.” 
























TO SUCCEED MR. HENDERSON. 


Judge B. P. Birdsall Nominated for Con- 





gress by lowa Third District Repub- 


licans—Indorse Des Moines 


Platform. 


HAMPTON, Iowa, Sept. 25.—Judge B. P. 
Birdsall of Clarion, lowa, was nominated 
for Congress to-day by the Third District 
Republican Convention. The nomination 
was made on the second ballot, by a vote 
of 88, to 26 for C. E. Ransier of Buchanan. 
The Third District at present is represented 
by the Speaker of the National House, 
David B. Henderson, who recently declined 
a renomination. The report of the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions to-day was adopted 
by the convention, as follows: 

“We, the representatives of the Repub- 
licans of the Third Congressional District 
of Iowa, heartily indorse the platform of 
principles adopted by the late Republican 
State Convention at Des Moines. We deny 
that the Dingley tariff breeds and shelters 
trusts. We interpret the tariff plank in 
the Des Moines platform of 1902 to be near- 
ly a reiteration of and to mean no more 
than the St. Louis plank of 1896, which re- 
cited: 

“* We are not pledged to any particular 
schedules; the question of rates is a prac- 
tical question, to be governed by the con- 
ditions of the times and of production. 
The ruling and uncompromising principle 


is the protection and development of Amer- 
fan labor and industry.’ 

“We cordially recognize and earnestly 
commend the patriotic fervor of President 
Roosevelt, and the wisdom of both the 
foreign and domestic policies of his admin- 
istration, which are adding constantly to 
the high reputation of the Nation abroad 
and the prosperity of the people at home. 

““We most earnestly regret the declina- 
tion of the renomination which the Repub- 
licans of this district for the eleventh time 
unanimously tendered the Hon. D. B. Hen- 
derson. No official has been more anxious 
to keep in touch with and faithfully rep- 
resent the well-considered judgment of his 
constituents than has Col. Henderson dur- 
ing all the long years of his Congressional 
career. We have faith in his patriotism, 
and in his personal and political integrity. 
We are conscious of his great mental 
power and ability. We realize his superb 
leadership and commanding influence in 
governmental affairs, and believe that his 
withdrawal means a great loss to the peo- 
ple.’

DES MOINES, Ia., Sept. 25.—News of the 
nomination of Judge Birdsall of Clarion to 
succeed Henderson as Copgressman from 
the Third District brought joy to Repub- 
lican circles in this city. At Republican 
headquarters Chairman Spence and Com- 
mitteemen Whiseand, Way, and Phillips 
kept open house for the benefit of the 
many Republicans who called to get news 
from the convention at Hampton. 

Chairman Spence declared the action of 
the convention left no room to doubt that 
Mr. Henderson's district would retain a 
Republican in Congress. The committee 
would, he said, begin at once a campaign 
such as had never before been witnessed, 
and every township in the district would be 
so thoroughly gone over as to jnsure the 
overwhelming defeat of Mr. Boies.

Michigan Republicans Declare for Him 
for Senator—Defeat for Dexter M. 
Ferry’s Supporters. 


GRAND RAPIDS, Mich., Sept. 25.—After 
a long and laborious session, in which more 
enthusiastic partisan strife was in evidence 
than has been seen in the councils of the 
Republican Party in this State for many 
years, the Republican State Convention to- 


day indorsed the Senatorial candidacy of 
Gen. Russell A. Alger, ex-Secretary. of 
War, and nominated Judge William L. 


Carpenter of Detroit for Justice of the 
Supreme Court, to fill the vacancy caused 
by the death of Justice Charles D. Long. 

Gen. Alger’s friends won a great victory 
over the supporters of Dexter M. Perry of 
Detroit, the test of strength having been 
made on a motion to adopt the minority 
recommendation of the Committee on Reso- 
luticys, to the effect that no expression of 
sentiment of the convention on the Sena- 
torial candidacy of any one be taken. 

The test vote, by a roll call of counties, 
rejected the minority report by a vote of 
427 yeas and 588 nays. The majority re- 
port, which indorsed Gen. Alger, was then 
adopted without an opposing vote. 


TWO SETS OF DELEGATES. 


Hill and Anti-Hill Factions in Clinton 
County Come to An Open Rupture.

PLATTSBURG, N. Y., Sept. 25.—The Clin- 
ton County Democratic Convention, held 
here to-day, resulted in an open rupture 
between the Hill and anti-Hill factions, and 
the election of two sets of delegates to the 
State Convention. The Weed faction had 
control of the temporary organization and 
unseated the Hil! delegates from six towns. 
The delegates unseated, together with the 
representatives of four other towns, then 
bolted and held a convention of their own, 
electing Mayor Sharron, City Judge Tier- 
ney, and J. H. Pettinger delegates to the 
State Convention. 

A resolution indorsing the candidacy of 
George R. Finch of Glens Falls, for State 
Controller was passed by this convention 
before the rupture, and, while City Judge 
Tierney was protesting against the unseat- 
ing of the Hill delegates, the name of David 
B. Hill was cheered to the echo by dele- 
gates and spectators. The anti-Hill  dele- 
gates elected Thomas F. Conway, J. B. 
Trombly, and R. P. Heston delegates. 


Cayuga County Democrats Disagree. 


AUBURN, N. Y., Sept. 25.—After the 
Democratic convention in the Second Ca- 
yuga County district had been called to 
order here to-day, such disorder arose 
that the police and Sheriff's officers were 
summoned to restore quiet. The fight was 
over State committeeman. The so-called 
Conway faction obtained control of the 
convention, whereupon their opponents left 
the hall and organized a separate conven- 
tion. gach faction elected delegates to 
State, Congressional, Senatorial, and ju- 
dicial conventions, but agreed upon John 
G. Langham for Assemblyman. The con- 
test will be taken to the State Convention.

Believes that the Brooklyn Delegation’s 
Action Is: Open to Criticism—Com- 
ments on the Greater New York 
Democracy. 





Senator Thomas C. Platt was in excellent 
humor last evening in his apartments In 
the Fifth Avenue Hotel. He said that 
George R. Sheldon took his retirement as 
a candidate for Lieutenant Governor in an 
admirable manner. 

“He took the matter and considered_it as 
any honest man would,” he said. ‘‘ When 
he had talked with all the leaders he could 
reach, he came to the conclusion it would 
“be for the good of the party to retire. 
And he did it like a man. I did not ex- 
pect Gov. Odell at Saratoga, but he came, 
and he was right in doing so. He was 
acting in the interest of the party. Mr. 
Sheldon felt open to attack, and thought 
that his name on the ticket would weaken 
it. But Mr. Sheldon will remain as Treas- 
urer of the County Committee, and do all 
he can for the ticket. 

“Mr. Sheldon was suggested as an ac- 
ceptable candidate for Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor by many gentlemen, and after favor- 
able action had been taken I felt it my 
duty to stand by him. If I had insisted and 
persisted he would have been nominated, 
for I had many friends in the convention. 
But when he withdrew so gracefully, I 
was as pleased as anybody could be.” 

Referring to the State ticket, the Senator 
said: 

“It is excellent from top to bottom. 
Senator Higgins for Lieutenant Governor 
was my first choice, you know.” The 
Senator chuckled and then continued: 
“The boys seemed to think my first selec- 
tion a good-one. But we had to use a 
good deal of persuasion to get Higgins to 
accept. He is such a busy man, you 
know.” 

“What do you think of the action of 
Mr. Berri and the Kings County delega- 
tion? ”’ 

“I think that their action is open to 
criticism,’’ was the reply. ‘‘ Mr. Sheldon 
was attacked by his opponents, who wanted 
their man nominated, but he didn't get 
there.”’ 

“Do you think the coal strike will af- 
fect the ticket injuriously? ” 

“I don’t see why it should. But there are 
people who always blame the party in 
power for every prevailing ill.” 

When told of the meeting of the Greater 
New York Democracy in the afternoon 
the Senator said: 

“The Greater New York Democracy got 
a majority of the places on the fusion 
ticket, and since their election they have 
been practically supporting Tammany Hall. 
I don’t wonder that with the success they 
had last year they want fusion next year.”

SHELDON SEES GOV. ODELL. 


Visit at Latter’s Invitation—Rejected 
Candidate for Lieutenant Governor- 
ship Cherishes No II! Will.

ALBANY, Sept. 25.—George R. Sheldon, 
the rejected candidate for Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor, came down to Albany from Saratoga 
this afternoon and called upon Gov. Odell 
at the Governor's invitation. Major Bird, 
the Governor's Military Secretary, was at 
the station to meet Mr. Sheldon, who was 
driven to the executive mansion in the 
Governor's carriage. 

“Iam here at Gov. Odell’s invitation,” 
said Mr. Sheldon, at the station, on his 
arrival, ‘‘to take luncheon with him, but I 
shall merely call to pay my respects, as I 
wish to catch the train for New York in 
half an hour.” 

The meeting between the Governor and 
Mr. Sheldon was pleasant, if not cordial. 
They have been friends for many years. 
Mr. Sheidon assured the Governor that he 
had no hard feelings about the Governor's 
action in declining to accept him as a run- 
ning mate, realizing fully that the Gov- 
ernor’s decision was founded solely upon 
party expediency. The Governor assured 
Mr. Sheldon that he stood higher in his 
personal regard than ever through the fine 
manliness which marked his conduct at 
Saratoga. Mr. Sheldon gave the Governor 
his assurances that he could be relied upon 
to aid in the election of the ticket nom- 
inated in every possible way. 

The interview between the Governor and 
Mr. Sheldon lasted about twenty minutes. 
Mr. Sheldon was then driven to the station 
and took the afternoon train for New York. 

Col. George W. Dunn, the Chairman of 
the State Committee, was in conference 
with Gov. Odell for over an hour this 


morning. Controller Miller and Assembly- 
man Degraw and Quarantine Commissioner 
Schroeder of Brooklyn were also callers 
at the executive mansion. 

While the story of the conferences in 
Saratoga over Mr. Sheldon’s candidacy has 
been rather fully told, there are still stray 
bits of information leaking out. It was 
learned to-day that it was Frank Platt’s in- 
terference and insistence which provoked 
Gov. Odell to the declaration that he would 
not run if Mr. Sheldon were nominated. 

It is denied by parties of both sides of 
the controversy at Saratoga that Senator 
Platt asked Mr. Sheldon to get out. It is 
said that when provoked by Frank Platt 
to take a final stand, Gov. Odell said he 
would not if Sheldon did, that then 
Mr. Sheldon, without asking Senator Platt 
what he wished him to do, said that he 
would not embarrass the Senator further. 

President Roosevelt is also said to have 
been a party to Mr. Sheldon’s candidacy, 
having urged Mr. Sheldon, so {t is reported, 
to accept the nomination. At the time the 
President and Gov. Odell approved of Mr. 
Sheldon's candidacy they were unaware, 
it is said, of the extent of his connection 
with the J. Pierpont Morgan enterprises. 
When the Governor became fully informed 
on this point he said that Mr. Morgan was 
likely to be dragged into the campaign and 
became alarmed over the prospect. 


MR. WOODRUFF’S SATISFACTION 


The Brooklyn Leader Announces that 
His Delegation Succeeded in Chang- 
ing Conditions, 


Lieut. Gov. Woodruff returned to Brook- 
lyn yesterday and hurried to the Repub- 
lican Headquarters on Court Street, where 
he held conferences with several of the 
Kings County leaders. Afterward he went 
to his home on Eighth Avenue. When 
asked whether he expected to be disciplined 
by Senator Platt for his work at Saratoga, 
he said that he would issue a statement 
to-day.

NEBRASKA’S LIQUOR CAMPAIGN. 


Brewers and Distillers Arrayed with 
Democrats In Gubernatorial Fight.

LINCOLN, Neb., Sept. 25.—The Guberna- 
torial campaign in this State has taken a 
strange turn. While the question of pro- 
hibition does not enter into the State 
platforms, the Democrats are making much 
of the fact that J. H. Mickey, the Repub- 
lican nominee for Governor, is a Prohibi- 
tionist. 

In the fight against Mr. Mickey they are 
now endeavoring to enlist the aid of the 
big brewing concerns of the State and of 
the retail liquor dealers. 

The liquor dealers have a State organi- 
zation and this body has taken steps to 
encompass the defeat of the Republican 
nominee. Republican campaign managers 
are quoted as saying that this will make 
it necessary for them to enlist in their 
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cause e service of every church member 
in the State who opposes the liquor ques- 
tion. 

Should the lHquor interest continue in 


their efforts to defeat Mr. Mickey and fail 
it is not doubted that more stringent 


liquor laws will be proposed to the next 


Legislature. The Democrats are ——— 
every energy to the election of W. 
Thompson, their candidate for Governor, 
to the nesent of the balance of the ticket. 
It is said that this action has resulted 
from the solicitation of the liquor interests, 
who fear the election of Mickey. 
Democratic campaign managers were to- 
day copying records at the State House 
showing Mr. Mickey's attitude on 
bills while he was a member of the Legis- 
lature and his record there will be made 
known to every’ liquor dealer in confi- 
dential circulars to be sent out. 


CANAL IMPROVEMENT. 


Democratic Sfate Convention to be 
Asked to Declare in Favor of the 
Desired Enlargement. 


At a meeting of the Executive Committee 
of the Canal Association in conference 
with the Canal Committee of the Produce 
Exchange yesterday afternoon, Henry B. 
Hebert, Chairman of the canal delegation 
which went to Saratoga, described the ef- 
forts made to induce the Republican State 
Convention to insert a strong canal plank in 
its platform, and said that the committee 
had received help from the canal men in 
other parts of the State. 

The committee was instructed to attend 
the Democratic State Convention. Mr. 
Hebert and his associates expect to leave 


here on Monday and establish headquarters 
where all advocates of the enlargement of 
the canal may combine. The Democratic 
Convention is to be asked, as the Republic- 
an Convention was asked, to declare in 
favor of such an enlargement of the canals 
as will permit the passage of 1,000-ton 
barges; also to declare in favor of submit- 
ting the question to a vote of the people. 





Eighth Judicial District Primary. 
The General Committee of Tammany 
Hall, at a meeting yesterday, named Uct. 
6 as the date of a special primary for the 
election of delegates to a convention on 
Oct. 8 that will nominate a candidate to

Diocesan Convention Hears Bishop 
Potter Tell of Need. 





DIFFICULTY IN THE CHOICE 





New Episcopal Residence Near Cathe- 
dral to be Started—Celebration of 
Dr. Dix’s Fifty Years of 
Priesthood. 





Many important subjects were considered 
vesterday at the meeting of the Diocesan 
Convention of the New York Diocese of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church, in Holy Trin- 
ity Chapel, in East Eighty-eighth Street. 
Most important’ among these, in the esti- 
mation of the deputies, was the suggestion 
of Bishop Potter in his annual address 
that some steps be taken looking toward 
theelection of a Bishop-Coadjutor for this 
diocese. 

It had been rumored that a Bishop-Coad- 
jutor would be chosen at once, but it was 
evident that vigorous opposition would 
have been forthcoming in the event of any 
such motion being made. In fact, the best 
informed were not of the opinion that Bish- 
op Potter desired that this convention 
should do more than take the preliminary 


steps. 


Bishop Potter said that at the last Gen- 
erai Convention the House of Bishops 
had considered the matter of relieving 


Bishops after the manner of the army and 
navy, but no definite action was taken. 
Bishop Potter said he regretted that no 
adequate provision now existed for the re- 
lief of a diocese in the case of the super- 
anuation of a Bishop. 

“The Bishop of diocese,”’ continued 
Bishop Potter, ‘“‘ may ask for a Coadjutor, 
but the diocese may not take the initiative 
in such a matter, however great may be the 
sense of its need, without the previous ac- 
tion of the Bi and the Bishop may 
prefer for reasons which I need not re- 
hearse to meet a situation whose exigen- 
cies are obvious to all men by expedients 
which may indeed seem to meet them, but 
which have neither diocesan sanction nor 
express the diocesan miiid. 

‘““A few years ago, in the Feredate Coun- 
cil, a body composed of deputies from the 
five dioceses included within the bounds 
of this State, I proposed a plan which I 
this Com- 


shop; 


think met our requirements in 
morwealth, and which would, if it had been 
adopted, have brought relief to each of the 
Bishops and increased Episcopal service to 
the whole State. This plan, to summarize 
it in a very few words, involved the crea- 
tion of two new dioccses and the redistribu- 
tion ameng the seven of the whole territory 
of the State. 
PLAN NOT APPROVED. 

‘“‘But this plan was not approved In ihe 
Federate Council, and, since then, the death 
of Bishops Coxe and Littlejohn and the 
election of a Coadjutor to Bishop Hunting- 
ton have changed the whole situation. In 
our own case division seems to be rendered 
impossible by the fact that we have no see 
city strong enough to carry a new diocese, 
and a painful and rather humiliating ex- 
perience has taught us that were it created 
its perhaps not unnatural expectations that 


the mother diocese would assume any con- 
siderable part of its missionary burdens 
would be liable to disappointment. 

‘Under these circumstances it seems 


proper that I should remind myself and you 
that, at the expiration of another year, I 
shall have been practically the Bishop of 
this diocese for twenty years. I desire now 
to bring this matter to your attention, to 
express my cordial readiness to co-operate 
with you in any action that you may de- 
sire or decide to take, and at once upon 
his election to surrender one-fourth or one- 
third or one-half (I should prefer the lat- 
ter) of the compensation which I now re- 
ceive as Bishop of this diocese to its Co- 
adjutor. I shail then hope to arrange with 
my Coadjutor such a division of our com- 
mon tasks as should best provide for their 
efficient discharge."’ 

After the Bishop's address had been de- 
livered George Macculloch Miller, lay 
deputy from St. Thomas's Church, intro- 
duced a resolution to the effect that s0 
much of the Bishop's address as referred 
to the matter of a Coadjutor be referred to 
a committee of five, ‘“‘ who with the advice 
and consent of the Bishop of the diocese, 
and of the Standing Committee of the dio- 
power call a special 
diocese for the election 


to 


cese, shall have 
convention of the 
of a Bishop-Coadjutor.” 

Immediately upon the reading of the reso- 
lution the Rev. Dr. W. R. Huntington, 
rector of*Grace Church, wanted to know if 
this resolution committed such a special 
convention to the provision of ‘‘ that form 
of relief."’ Mr. Miller said he would amend 
the resolution so that the convention could 
consider any other matters that might be 
brought up. One clerical deputy said he 
wanted such a special convention to be 
able to take up the matter of a division of 
the diocese. 

In discussing the Bishop's address, during 
the noon recess, several of the deputies 
made it plain why they did not wish to 
commit a special convention to the election 
of a Coadjutor. They said that no man of 
the ability desired in a Bishop of the New 
Yerk Diocese would consent to accept a 
subordinate position, and yet under the law 
of the Church the Coadjutor must suc- 
ceed the Bishop in the event of the latter's 
incapacitv. Inquiry of Bishop Potter’s more 
intimate friends revealed the fact that the 
Bishop did not have in mind any special 
time when he desired a Coadjutor .ap- 
pointed. 


DIVISION OF THE DIOCESE. 

The question of dividing the diocese was 
brought up again at the afternoon session 
by Dr. Huntington. He moved that the 
special committee on the readjustment of 
diocesan lines be continued and its mem- 
bership ‘increased to seventeen, with in- 
structions to report at the next convention 
on the question of the expediency of divid- 
ing the diocese, and, if such should be done, 


how. This motion was agreed to. Power is 
given to correspond with other dioceses of 
this State concerning the desirability of 
concerted action in the matter. 

The committee which is to consider the 
question of a Coadjutor, and, when the 
Bishop so desires, call a special convention 
for the election of one, was constituted as 
follows: The Rev. Dr. John Lewis Parks 
the Rev. Philip A. H. Brown, the Rev. Dr. 
E. Walpole Warren, the Venerable W. R. 
Thomas, J. Pierpont Morgan, Henry Lewis 


Morris, Theodore K. Gibbs, and John D. 
Wing. 
When the Coadjutor problem had been 


disposed of George Macculloch Miller pro- 
posed a resolution on behalf of the Trustees 
of the Episcopal Fund to the effect that 
the Bishop's salary should be increased to 
$15,000, and that an assessment of 2 per 
cent. of the salaries of the clergy in the 
parishes of the diocese should be made to 
this end. At the present time the Bishop's 
salary is $12,500, and out of that sum he 
has been compelled to employ his own Epis- 
copal assistance, when such was needed, 
and such clerk hire, charges for stenog- 
raphy, &c., as might arise. 


Bishop Potter at this point relinquished 


the chair to the Rev. Philip A. H. Brown, 
vicar of St. John’s Chapel. The resolution 
of Mr. Miller was then unanimously 
adopted. 


Still another resolution was introduced by 
George M. Miller on behalf of the Trustees 
of the Episcopal Fund, gasSortaing those 
Trustees to build an Episcopal residence 
at Amsterdam Avenue and Cathedral Park- 
way, on the grounds of the Cathedral of 
St. John the Divine. Attention was called 
to the fact that the residence fund now 
amounts to about $65,000. The lot for the 
residence has been donated by the Trustees 
of the cathedral. It is proposed to erect 
an Episcopal residence on this lot to cost 
about $100,000. The resolution of Mr. 
Miller was adopted. Mr. Miller said to a 
New York Times reporter that plans had 
already been drawn for the Bishop’s house, 
and that work upon it would be commenced 
at once. The building will conform to the 
general architectural plan of the cathedral.

It will be three stories high, with a man- 
sard, and the space occupied will be about 
that of one city lot. 

The Rev. Dr. Huntington proposed a 
resolution, which was carried, recommend- 
ing to the Trustees of the Cathedral the 
expediency of. their erectin on their 
a building in which °‘ auxiliary 
bodies of the diocese ahd the diocese 
itself ‘might meet for business sessions. 
As Dr. Huntington himself is one of 
the Cathedral Trustees, it was under- 
stood that his resolution was  sanc- 
tioned by that board. In speaking to his 
resolution, Dr Huntington stated that the 
building he proposed would cost about $150,- 
000.. It would often be used by church 
societies, and he believed that if such a 
building was available, the General Con- 
vention of the church would hold its 
sessions there four times out of five. The 
holding of conventions on the grounds of 
the Cathedrai, Dr. Huntington thought, 
would also excite greater interest in the 
erection of the Cathedral on the part of 
the church at large, and as a result of such 
a oe he thought the completion of the 
Cathedral would be hastened. To Dr. 
Huntington's suggestion, that business ses- 
sions in a church auditorium were painful 
to the devout mind, there were cries of 
“Hear! Hear!"’ from all parts of the hall. 


TRIBUTE TO DR. DIX. 


Archdeacon Van Kleeck of Westchester 
said to the convention that one of the 
aged clergymen of the diocese would soon 
celebrate his fiftieth anniversary as a 
priest, and it was moved that a committee 
of five, of which the Rev. Dr. Huntington 
should be Chairman, should be appointed to 


arrange for the participation of the diocese 
in that celebration. 

Bishop Potter remarked that as the “‘ aged 
priest’’ was not present, it would not be 
indelicate for him to remark that the priest 
so “ cloudily referred to was the rector of 
Trinity Church.” I will say,’ continued 
the Bishop, ‘‘ that Dr. Dix does not belong 
to Trinity Church alone. He belongs to the 
whole diocese. I have learned recently that 
it is proposed in Trinity Church to celebrate 
the fiftieth anniversary of his ordination, 
the fortieth of his rectorate, and his seven- 
ty-fifth birthday all on one occasion. Ws 
cannot allow you down in Trinity Church 
to keep such a celebration to yourselves. 
I take pleasure in asking everyone favor- 
ing these resolutions to rise.’’ 

Everybody stood up. The committee to 
arrange for the celebration is composed of 
the Rev. Dr. Huntington, the Rev. Pascal 
Harrower, the Rev. Mr. J. M. Chew, George 
A. Crocker, and John P. Faure. 

There was some discussion of the proposi- 
tion of the last General Convention to 
apportion missionary collections among the 
dioceses. instead of leaving the matter, as 
heretofore, to the voluntary action of the 
different branches of the church at large. 
It was decided by the convention to approve 
the principle of apportionment, and a com- 
mittee, of which the Rev. Dr. W. S. Rains- 
ford shall be Chairman, was named to 
make the apportionments in this diocese 
subject to the approval of the clergy and 
3ishops. 

Some of the deputies professed to see a 
veiled disagreement with the views on 
temperance of er Potter, as expressed 
in his ‘“‘ Charge,"’ delivered on Wednesday, 
in a resolution introduced by the Rev. J. 
K. Freeman of Yonkers and passed. The 
resolution recognized the wisdom of the 
Bishop in bringing the matter up for con- 
sideration and recommended that all 
churches take positive and immediate ac- 
tion looking to the removal of the very 
great evils of the liquor trade. The Rev. 
Mr. Freeman is the backer of an institu- 
tion at Yonkers known as the Working- 
men’s Inn. He is also President of the 
Anti-Saloon League, and last year openly 
expressed a difference of opinion with the 
very liberal views of Bishop Potter in re- 
gard to the saloon problem in cities. 

Two elections by ballot were he!d at the 
morning session. As new members of the 
Standing Committee there were chosen: 
The Rev. Dr. Octavius Applegate, the Rev. 
Dr. Morgan Dix, the ev. Dr. W. M. 
Grosvenor, the Rev. Dr. Thomas R. Har- 
ris, S. Nicholson Kane, George MacCul- 
loch Miller, Herman C. Van Post, and 
George Zabriskie. 

Elections to the Federate Council were as 


follows: The Rev. Drs. Charles 8S. Cane- 
dy, L. T. Cole, W. M. Grosvenor, Henry 
Mottet, John P. Peters, William J. Sea- 


bury. G. R. Van De Water, and F. B. Van 
Kleeck: Messrs. D. C. Calvin, Elihu Chaun- 
cey, Irving Grinnell, Douglas Merritt, 
George Macculloch Miller, Henry Lewis 
Morris, Winthrop Sergeant, and Andrew C, 
Zabriskie. 

In the afternoon of yesterday the conven- 
tion met for an hour as a Board of Mis- 
sions. Several matters of routine interest 


were taken up and disposed of, and late in. 


the afternoon the convention adjourned.

“When I read the remarks made by 
Bishop Potter in defense ef the saloon, I 
am almost driven to blasphemy. Can it be 
possible that a man standing at the head

*“*T am glad, however, to say that he does 
not represent the sentiment of his own 
church nor of any body of sensible and 
intelligent men. It is a pity that a man 
occupying his position should deride the 
temperance workegs as inconsiderate, in- 
human, and unreasonable. He is unfit for 
the leadershin of the church.”

VETERAN McLAUGHLIN’S SUIT. 





Would Recover from Col. Appleton and 
Lieut. Col. Kip for Loss of His Eye. 


The suit entered in the Queens County 
Supreme Court against Col. Appleton and 
Lieut, Col. Kip, commanding the Seventh 
Regiment, for $25,000 damages, by John E. 
McLaughlin, lately in the employ of the 
regiment at its Park Avenue Armory, is 
for the loss of an eye, caused by an explo- 
sion while loading cartridges in the base- 
ment of the armory last Spring. 

McLaughlin is a veteran of the Spanish-

MAJOR | ULRICH FOUND | DEAD. 


Prominent Insurance and Clubman 
Is Stricken with Apoplexy in 
His Apartment. 


‘Major Charles F. Ulrich, manager in 
Yonkers for the Mutual Life Insurance 
Company of this city, a veteran of the civil 
war and a member of several clubs, was 
found dead in his room at the Sevillia 
apartment house, 117 West Fifty-eighth 
Street, yesterday morning. Dr. Summers 
of 122 West Fifty-eighth Street said he 
belleved death to have been due to apo- 


plexy. 

Major Ulrich was born in this city 
sixty-seven years ago. When the civil 
war broke out he joined the Twenty- 
fifth Connecticut Volunteers, with which 
he served throughout the war. He 


was breyetted Major for gallant and meri- 
torious conduct in connection with the ex- 
plosion of the mines at Petersburg, Va. 
At the close of the war he returned to New 


York, and soon after entered the insurance 
business. He had been connected with the 
Mutual Company for more than twenty- 
five years. 

He was appointed Commissioner of Im- 
migration by Gov. Cornell in 1880 and 
served one term. He was nominated for 
State Treasurer by the Republican Conven- 
tion in 1885. Major Ulrich was wealthy 
and unmarried. He was a member of the 
Union League, the Army and Navy, and 
Larchmont Yacht, and the New York 
Yacht Clubs, of the Dunlap Society, and 
of oe Washington Post, No. 130, G. 
A. R. 





Magistrate Flammer Would Not Hold 
Man Wanted in San Francisco, as 
Complainant Was Not Here. 


Magistrate Flammer yesterday astonished 
policemen and lawyers in the Jefferson 
Market Court by releasing Albert Pyrot, 
alias Alfred Pler, who had been arrestcd 
at the request of the San Francisco police, 
charged with obtaining $800 under false 
pretenses from Annie Mantke of that city. 
A formal complaint had been made against 
the prisoner, appended to which was a copy 
of an indictment warrant telegraphed from 


San Francisco, but this was the Magis- 
trate’s decision: 

** We like to be courteous and favor the 
cfficials of other States, but it is proper 
that the complainant be brovght here to 
make out a case.

NO TRACE OF DR. W. H. BATES. 


Regular Police, Private Detectives, and 
Freemasons Find No Clue to His 
Whereabouts. 


Despite a search made by the New York 
police, private detective agencies, and 
Freemasons all over the country, not a 
trace so far has been found of the where- 
abouts of Dr. William H. Bates of 567 
Park Avenue, who on Aug. 30 left his home 
ostensibly to perform an operation, It is 
feared the doctor has become temporarily 
insane, or else may have been killed. 


Dr. Bates is a member of Atlantic 
Lodge, F. and <A. M., and always 
wore the emblem of the fraternity. 
The local Detective Bureau has been 
unable to find any clue as to what 


has become of the doctor, and although his 
description has been scattered broadcast, 
not a word has been received from any 
source that would tend to clear up the 
mystery. 

Dr. Bates is described as forty-two years 


old, dark complexioned, blue eyes, and with 
a dark brown stubby mustache. On the 
day of his disappearance he wore a black 
sack suit and a straw hat. 

Dr. Bates's father, Charles A. Bates, of 
Washington, was in New York on Wednes- 
day, and is said to have had a talk with 
Mayor Low in regard to his missing son. 
The Mayor gave him a note to Capt. Titus 
of the Detective Bureau asking Capt. Titus 
to redouble his efforts to solve the mystery. 

The members of Dr. Bates’s family were 
in the Adirondacks at the time of his disap- 
pearance. At present they are at Newport.

It 
is true that the rapid increase of wealth in 
this country—the rapid increase of wealth 
by natural production—has caused a natural 
combination of capital for the purpose of 
expediting the transaction of large enter- 
prises, and that fact has been equally true, 
Since the first private corporation in the 
United States was formed right here in the 
State of Connecticut, many, many years be- 
fore the war of the rebellion. Those combBi- 
nations of capital, when conducted legiti- 
mately and in accordance with the laws of 
the land, no reasonable thinking man can 
find fault with or attempt to disturb in 
their natural growth, and the Democratic 
Party never has, and never will, attack 
that which gives to every man in this 
country an equal chance to better his condi- 
tion in this life.

The platform as reported 
was in part as follows: 

“We have no sympathy with the Repub- 
lican of fostering and protecting 
monopolies by legislation and at the ex- 
pense of the people. We believe that the 
prices of beef, coal, and other necessities 
of life have been raised through illegal com- 
binations and by means of special privi- 
leges conceded to monopoly by the party in 
power, and we therefore demand the imme- 
diate repeal of all tariffs on trust-produced 
articles so as to prevent monopoly under 
the plea of protection.

of business or the production of any articles 
of merchandise."’ 

Reciprocity with Cuba is favored, and an 
immediate reduction of the tariff on Cuban 
imports is urged. Other’ planks protest 
against the ss of ship subsidies, 
favor the election of United States Sena- 
tors by popular vote, and demand legisla- 
—_ prevent “‘ government by injunc- 
tion.” 

The platform further declares faith in the 
system of town government, and. gives 
pledges for its preservation.

A CLASH ON THE ISTHMUS. 


Insurgents Try to Board a Train, but 





Are Frightened Away—Protest 
Against American Marines’ 
Presence. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.—The Navy. De- 
partment has received the following cable- 
gram from Commander McLean of the Cin- 
cinnati, dated Colon to-day: 

‘* Wednesday afternoon 300 insurgents at- 
tempted to board train about leaving Em- 
pire Station and capture Colombian offi- 
cer passenger Colon to Panama. Marine 
knocked insurgent officer with butt of 
musket. Guards trained Colt gun on them, 
but did not fire as they fled.’’ 

No response has been received by the 
State Department from the Consul at Bar- 
ranquilla, Colombia, in answer to its in- 
quiry for a statement as to the conditions 
at Santa Marta, which was reported to be 
the scene of another revolutionary out- 
break. It is believed that the cables have 
been cut or interrupted in some manner, 
and unless something is heard from the 
Consul within a short time one of the 
United States warships in the vicinity will 
be dispatched to make an investigation. 





PANAMA, Sept. 25.-Traffic across tho 
isthmus is free, and. part of the revolu- 
tionary army, having retreated to Agua 
Dulce, the danger of a battle on the isth- 
“nus is belleved to be removed. 

In a communication sent to Commander 
McLean of the Cincinnati through the 
United States Consui, Gov. Salazar has en- 
deavored to Getonstrate that the Colom- 
bian Government has here all the forces 
necessary to protect the lives and property 
of foreigners and to guarantee their rights 
under the laws and international treaties. 

The Governor adds that he is desirous of 


having pointed cut to him a single case 
where the lives or property of foreigners 
have been :renaced. He holds that the 


landing of United States marines was not 
justified, says he considers it an attempt 
to assume the sovereignty of Colombia, 
protests against it, o1.d states that he will 
hold Commander McLean responsible for 
whatever may happen as the rest of the 
marines’ landing. 

In the meartime 250 American marines 
remain here to protect American interests. 

The Government entertains great hopes of 
the new cruiser Bogota, recently acquired 
by it in the United States and expected here 
shortly. It is believed that when the Bo- 
gota begins operations the revolutionists 
will lose their prestige at sea, which Gov- 
ernment officials declare to have been their 
greatest strength. 

The American gunners sent here for serv- 
ice on Government gunboats by the Colom- 
bian Minister in Washington made an ex- 
amination this morning of the gunboats 
Chucuito and Clapet, each of which is 
armed with two six-pounders. These boats 
are thought to be faster than those in the 
possession of the revolutionists, and the 
hope is entertained that the Government 
fleet will defeat the insurgents at sea. 





COLON, Sept. 25.—Capt. Hitchcock, who 
arrived here trom New York on the steam- 
ship Finance on Tuesday, is now in com- 
mand of the Government gunboat General 
Pinzon. He succeeds Capt. Merritt, an 
American, who resigned the post of com- 
mander and has sailed for New York. 

The British cruiser Retribution will prob- 
ably leave here to-morrow for Santa Marta 
to protect British interests in that quarter. 


VENEZUELA’S APOLOGY. 





This Country Not Likely to Take Further 
Action in Regard to the Res- 
taurador Incident. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.—It has practic- 
ally been decided to regard the misuse of 
the American flag by the Venezuelan Gov- 
ernment warship Restaurador as a closed 
incident. The ample apology made by the 
Venezuelan Foreign Office and the hoist- 
ing and saluting of the American flag by 
the Restaurador are taken as sufficient ex- 
piation. 

As there is every reason to believe that 
there will be no repetition of the offense, 
the matter will be allowed to drop. 

Minister Bowen's energetic action in the 
matter is approved. 


WILLEMSTAD, Curacao, Sept. 25.—De- 
tails have been received here of the closing 
of the incident arising from the action of 


the Venezuelan warship Restaurador in 
hoisting the American flag, approaching 
Ciudad Bolivar under those colors, and 
then opening fire on the town. 

Minister Bowen, after obtaining confirma- 
tion of the report, called on the Foreign 
Minister and obtained his promise that sat- 
isfaction would be accorded by Venezuela 
after the matter had been investigated. 

About sixteen hours later the Govern- 
ment, through the Foreign Minister, ex- 
pressed its regret at the occurrence, and 
orders were forwarded to the commander 
of the Restaurador to hoist the American 
flag and salute it. The following day the 
foreign warships at anchor off La Guayra 
were surprised to see the Restaurador hoist 
the Stars and Stripes and then fire a sa- 
lute of twenty-one guns. 

Never before has the Venezuelan Govern- 
ment acted so promptly as the result of 
diplomatic representations, and this em- 
phasizes Venezuela’s desire to maintain 
the most friendly relations with the United 
States. 


BIG FLEET IN THE CARIBBEAN. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.—A squadron of 
the North Atlantic fleet is to rendezvous in 
the Caribbean Sea a good while before the 
appointed time for the assembly of the 
vessels from the North and South Atlantic 
and European stations. 

It is said at the Navy Department that 
the Olympia, flagship of Rear Admiral 
Coghlan, will be at that officer's disposal 


by Oct. 20. In that case it will not be nec- 
essary for the Admiral to make use of the 
Vixen. The latter vessel will not be ready 
until about Nov. 1. She then will join the 
squadron under Admiral Coghlan's com- 
mand and be used by him as a tender. 

The San Francisco is now on her way 
to the West Indies, and there are already 
in those waters the Cincinnati, the Mont- 
gomery, the Marietta, and the Panther. 
The Navy Department intends to attach to 
Admiral Coghlan’s squadron the protected 
cruiser Raleigh, the unprotected cruiser 
Detroit, and the gunboat Machias. 

Admiral Coghlan will act independently 
of Rear Admiral Casey. 

The Navy Department has two objects in 
view in this early dispatch of war vessels 
to the Caribbean, namely, preliminary work 
in regard to the manoeuvres and the dis- 
turbed situation.

Over Cups of Tea, Pretty Ohana 
Miyako Becomes a Bride. 





Came to America’ to Study to be a 
Teacher, and Met Kingaro Shirai, 
an Engineer from the Orient. 





In an atmosphere heavy with incense and 
amid gorgeous and fantistic decorations, 
which included thousands of Japanese lan- 
terns of all sizes, colors, and designs, 
hundreds of Japanese flags, with their glar- 
{ng blood-red bull'’s-eyes, and a maze of 
peculiarly Japanese scenery,- in which 
storks were larger than men, and men 
were as large as the trees and houses, Miss 
Ohana Miyako, a winsome and ambitious 
Japanese girl, became the wife of Kingaro 
Shirai in the Madison Square Garden last 


night. 

The bride is twenty-two years old and a 
daughter of one of the most prominent 
families in Japan, the Japanese say. She 
came to America three years ago and en- 
tered a sominary in Massachusetts, her aim 
being to master the English language and 
become familiar with American ways, so 
that she might return to teach the children 
in her native land. Seen through Japanese 
eyes, she is handsome. She has a graceful 
figure, is dark complexioned, and, of 
course, has slightly slanted eyes and jet 
black hair. She walks with the short, quick 
step of the Japanese, her shoulders bent far 
forward, but not drooping, and her glances 
upward and quick. : 

Kingaro Shirai is ten years older than his 
bride, a mechanical engineer, and lives at 
151 East Twenty-seventh Street. Early 
last Summer he met Miss Ohana Miyako, 
who, during the seminary vacation, had 
signed with the “ Japan by Night” Coim- 
pany to earn money to help pay the ex- 
penses of the school year. After a brief 
courtship everything was arranged for the 
wedding by the nakaudos, who are the per- 
sonal representatives of the families of the 
prospective bride and _ bridegroom. ihe 
nakaudos hit upon the plan of having the 
ceremony a part of a public entertainment, 
since no other wedding ceremony had ever 
been conducted in New York in stfict com- 
pliance with the Japanese custom. 


The nakaudos were the most conspicuous 
during the ceremony, appearing first and 
retiring last. In their vari-colored cos- 
tumes, with full, flaring skirts and wide, 
loose sleeves, they walked with ostentation 
to a position near the centre of the stage, 
and then, dropping with a thud to their 
knees, they wade obeisance to one another, 
striking their foreheads against the floor 
time and time again. 

Then each retired to a corner and stood 
stolidly erect, until, as the music began, 
there approached from the rear of the hall 
a long procession. It was that of the bride- 
groom. With him were severai attendants, 
some of whom were attired in costumes of 
many colors and carried big, snow-white 
chests, which looked like beehives, and 
which were said to contain his wedding 
presents to the bride. The nakaudos met the 
attendant half way down the hall and es- 
corted them to the stage, where they, too, 
curtsied, and then, dropping to their knees, 
placed their foreheads against the floor 
many times. The bride and her party, 
bearing similar boxes of white, marched 
down the other side a few moments later, 
and also were greeted by the nakaudos. 

On the stage the bride and bridegroom 
knelt at the rear, with the attendants at 
either side. A man of middle age, who 
kneeled at the left of the bridegroom, un- 
furled something that looked like a scroll, 
and read for a long time in a sing-song 
tone, which ended in an exultant shout. It 
was explained that he was reading the 
congratulations. Then the bride and bride- 
groom drank from three cups of varying 
sizes and designs, the sip from the last 
finallv sealing the compact. 

The bride found among her presents a 
sword, the gift of her father. The signifl- 
cance was that should she ever do any- 
thing that would darken her husband's 
name she should kill herself with it. That 
is an old Japanese custom. Another pres- 
ent in her lot was a mirror, the gift of her 
mother. In that she was supposed to see 
to it that her conscience is clear always, 
and that she remain ever attractive to her 
husband. Nothing was said concerning 
faithfulness of the husband or his con- 
science or appearance. 

The couple will live in New York, but Mrs, 
Kingaro Shirai will take another year at 
the seminary. 


HOTEL WRECKED BY DYNAMITE. 





Supposed Destroyer of the Golden Eagle 
at Washington Commits Suicide— 
Revenge His Motive. 


WASHINGTCN, Sept. 25.—The Golden 
Eagle Hotel, at New Jersey Avenue end 
D Street, was dynamited this morning at 
4:30 o'clock by Frank McKie, one of the 
guests, who subsequently committed sut- 
cide. Between twenty and thirty guests 
were thrown from their beds by the ex- 
plosion, but only the proprietor, Louis 
Brandt, and his wife were injured, the lat- 
ter seriously. 

The roof of the building was blown off, 
and the falling wreckage crashed through 
to the basement, leaving the structure as 
if wrecked by a tornado. Every pane of 
glass in the building and the adjoining 
Structures was broken. The explosion 
called out the Fire Department. 

The affair is involved in some mystery. 
The proprietor gave a banquet last night 


in honor of his wife, who had just re- 
turned from Germany, and McKie was a 
guest. During the evening McKie and 
Brandt quarreled over the former's atfen- 
tions to Mrs. Brandt, and McKie left the 
notel with threats of revenge. He returned 
about 4 o'clock, and is said to have ex- 
ploded the dynamite in the room above 
that occupied by Brandt and his wife, sub- 
sequently shooting himself in the head. 

McKie had boarded at the hotel four 
years, and had been treated as a member 
ot the Brandt family, which included a 
daughter, Sophie, with whom McKie is said 
to have been in love. Brandt denies that 
there was an understanding between the 
two. McKie remarked last night that he 
was going, to wait until Sophie returned 
from Germany with her mother, and then 
was going to his old home in Philadelphia. 
Mrs. Brandt and her daughter returned 
about 8 o’clock last night., The attempt 
at wholesale murder followed this morn- 
ing. McKie, with a pistol in his hand, was 
seen by an employe of a luncheon room 
opposite the hotel just before the shots 
were fired. When the explosion occurred 
a slight blaze sprang from the débris, but 
it was quickly extinguished by the fire- 
men. Brandt and his wife were rescued 
before many of the thirty guests of the es- 
tablishment had reached the part of the 
building in which McKie'’s room was lo- 
cated. McKie, with revolver clutched in 
his hand, was found lying on the floor with 
his head on a pool of blood, A bullet hole 
near the right ear had caused instant 
death. Brandt was bruised about the body 
and shaken up badly, and received a severe 
cut on the left leg. Mrs. Brandt sustained 
bruises about the body and a cut hand. 
When the wrecked building was searched 
to-day enough dynamite was found in Mc- 
Kie’s trunk to wreck a block of buildings. 
There were six whole sticks and parts of 
two or three broken sticks, together with a 
box of caps and a quantity of wire for long- 
distance explosion. He had had at least 
nine sticks of dynamite in his possession. 

McKie was about twenty-eight years: old. 
He was formerly of Philadelphia, and had 
relatives in Chicago. His brother, Harry 
McKie, was killed in Chicago last year, ac- 
cording to a telegram found in the dead 
man’s room to-day. McKie was a ma- 
chinist in the navy yard here, but resigned 
on inheriting upward of $20,000 about four 
years ago. his amount he is said to have 
lost on the races, and his act is accredited 
by some to this loss. Detectives are in- 
vestigating the case to-day. 


Erroneous Dispatch Excites London. 

LONDON, Sept. 25.—Great excitement 
was created in London this evening by a 
story, sent out by the Dalziel News Agency 
under a New York date, saying it was sup- 
posed that an Anarchist attempt on the life 
of President Roosevelt was involved in the 
wrecking of the Golden Eagle Hotel, at 


Washington, D. C., with dynamite, and the 
subsequent suicide of the perpetrator of the 
outrage. The newspapers here got out 
“ specials "’ and flaming pace. and boys 
were bawling the startling news through 
the streets, with the result that half of the 
population of London went home believing 
that the assassination of the President had 
been attempted,

He Submits Four Propositions to 
Rapid Transit Board. 








Resolution, Looking Toward Solution of 
Difficulties Along Park Avenue 
Route of Manhattan Tun- 

Adopted. 





Alexander E. Orr presided yesterday at a 
meeting of the Board of Rapid Transit 
Railway Commissiohers, at which were 
present Commissioner Charles Stewart 
Smith, John Claflin, and Woodbury Lang- 
don, Mayor Low, Controller Grout, Counsel 
Shepard and Boardman, and Chief Engineer 
William Barclay Parsons. 

During the reading of the minutes Mayor 
Low asked in reference to the sum of 
$241,000 asked for right of way by John 
Wanamaker and Sailors’ Snug Harbor for 
a portion of Fourth Avenue at Ninth Street, 
if it was too late to stop proceedings, and 
was informed that it was not by Mr. Shep- 
ard. 

The board briefly considered the sugges- 
tions of President Swanstrom of the Bor- 
ough of Brooklyn, which were made public 
last week, and consulted a map which illus- 
trated them. Mr. Swanstrom urged the 


consideration of four propositions: 

To build Tunnel No. 2 from the Battery to 
and along Hamilton Avenue. 

To connect the terminus of East River Bridge 
No. 3 with the Atlantic Avenue Tunnel by a 


spur from Flatbush Avenue. 
That this tunnel be extended to connect with 
the Brighton Beach Railroad at Prospect Park. 
That an extension of this tunnel be carried 
by way of Fourth Avenue to Fort Hamilton, and 
under the Narrows, making a junction with the 
Hamilton Avenue tunnel, 
In advocating the Richmond Borough 
connection President Swanstrom said: 
The other branch, the importance and feasi- 
bility of which will, I believe, be patent to 
your honorable board, should be constructed 
from the proposed terminal at Flatbush and 
Atlantic Avenues, under the whole length of 
Fourth Avenue, to a point on the Shore Road 
north of the United States Government Res- 
ervation, and thence pass under the Narrows 
to the County of Richmond. The selection of 
this route is demanded both by the needs of 
Brooklyn and Staten Island, and is recom- 
mended by its adaptability to the ,purpose I 
have mentioned. In the first place, the con- 
struction of a tunnel under Fourth Avenue 
is practically free from engineering difficulties, 
because the roadway is unusually wide, and in 
addition to that, it is without railroad tracks. 
Furthermore, it terminates at the narrowest 
point of the Narrows, so that a subway con- 
necting the Boroughs of Brooklyn and Rich- 
mond, and thus uniting the five boroughs with 
lines of steel, could be constructed at a mini- 
mum of expense. 


On motion of Mayor Low the subject was 
referred to the Chief Engineer for a report 
on the practicability of the schemes and 
their cost, as a whole and by sections. In 
regard to the Park Avenue tunnel, the fol- 
lowing resolution, offered by Mr, Shepard, 
to settle all difficulties in regard thereto, 


was carried: 

Resolved by this board, in view of the expres- 
sions of Judges Giegerich and Lacombe in the 
Barney and Huntington suits with respect to the 
easterly tunnel section under Park Avenue, that 
the Chief Engineer and counsel prepare and sub- 
mit to the board a form of modification of the 
routes and general plans of the Manhattan- 
Bronx Railroad so as more plainly to include 
the easterly tunnel under Park Avenue as now 
under construction. 

The Pennsylvania Railroad Company is 
desirous of amending its plans so as to 
have a curve west instead of east of First 
Avenue, to enable the engineers to make 
the curve necessary to straighten the 
Pennsylvania-Long Island tunnel under the 
East River on land instead of under water, 
and to this end requested the board to re- 
scind its resolution which approved of the 
original route. The resolution was rescind- 
ed on motion of Mayor Low, who suggest- 
ed that it would be proper to have a public 
hearing of the board. 

“To consider the change of plan?” asked 
the Controller. 

“No, not altogether,’ replied Mr. Low. 
“T didn’t exactly mean that. But I think 
that before any decided action is taken in 
the matter of the Pennsylvania franchise 
there should be a pan lic hearing so that 
those who favor and those who oppose the 
iranchise may present their views.” 

“That,” said Mr. Grout, “is a good idea, 
and I make the suggestion that the Alder- 
manic Conference Committee be invited to 
attend as well as the representatives of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad.”’ 

A resolution to the effect that a public 
hearing be had next Thursday and adopt- 
ing these suggestions was carried and the 
board adjourned. 


TUNNEL PLAN APPROVED. 


Borough Authorities ‘Acted on Traction 
Company’s South Brooklyn Propo- 
sition. 

The Brooklyn Borough authorities have 
approved plans submitted by the Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit Company for a tunnei from 
Fourth Avenue to Eighth Avenue, between 
Thirty-eighth and Thirty-ninth Streets, 
South Brooklyn, to replace the old railroad 

cut there. 

The iunnel is to be built as a result of 
complaints that have been made by Thirty- 
eighth Street property owners about the 
cut. The property owners claimed that por- 


tions of the street had caved in and fallen 
Into the cut, because the retaining wall 
there was not nigh enough. 

The company plans to remove the retain- 
ing walls and build an arch over the cut, 
making a tunnel of it. The work is to be 
cone entirely at the expense of the railroad 
company.

FIRE INSURANCE REFORM. 


New England Exchange Adopts a Plan 
to Prevent Rate Cutting. 


Special to The New York Times. 
- STAMFORD, Conn., Sept. 25.—The New 
England Fire Insurance Exchange, which 
covers the territory between New York and 
Boston, the object of which is to maintain 
a uniform rate of fire insurance in that ter- 
ritory, held an important session here to- 
day to consider the matter of rate cutting, 
which has been indulged in rather exten- 
sively of late in this section. There were 
presert about thirty men prominent in in- 


surance circles in New York, Boston, Hart- 
ford, and New Haven. 
The session was executive, but at its 


close it was learned that a system 2f in- 
specting all policies written up in the terri- 
tory was adopted. Hereafter local agents 
must submit their underwritings to a Com- 
missioner appointed by the Exchange. If 
the latter finds that the rate is in accord- 
ance with that fixed by the Exchange then 
he will affix his approval. Any evidence of 
rate cutting will »e reported to the the Ex- 
change and the latter organization will deal 
with the rate cutter. 


CONSTABLE KILLED BY NEGRO. 


Bridgeton Prisoner "Then Wounded 
Wife, Who Had Caused His Arrest, 
and Escaped. 


BRIDGETON, N. J., Sept. 25.—Samuel 
Greenage, colored, shot and instantly killed 
Constable Harry Buck this afternoon while 
the latter was attempting to take him to 
the office of Justice John T. Hall, at Green- 
wich Piers. Buck allowed Greenage to take 
an unloaded gun along. When they had 
traveled a short distance Greenage jumped 





from the buggy, slipped a shell into the 
gun, and fired. Buck fell dead in the 
buggy. 


Greenage then ran, and, meeting his wife, 
who had caused his arrest, fired at her, 
slightly wounding her. Then he escaped. 


ADVANCE IN SEPTEMBER WHEAT 


Increase of 4\y Cents in Chicago Pit— 
Corn Also Goes Up. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 25.—Shorts in September 
wheat were given another scare to-day on 
the Board of Trade, and as a result the 
price of that commodity advanced 4% 
cents, closing at the high point. December 
wheat closed % higher. December corn and 
oats were each %®% higher. 

Higher cables lent strength to wheat at 
the opening, but with the exception of Sep- 
tember the market exhibited little rallying 
power throughout the day. Active covering 
by September shorts during the early part 
of the session was a feature and caused 
a sharp advance. One important feature to 
trade was the active buying of December 
for foreign account. The close was strong, 
with a sharp demand for September. Sep- 
tember opened unchanged at 80 cents, ad- 
vanced to 84%, reacted slightly with a rally 
at the close which was 4% cents higher at 
8414. December opened unchanged to 4@\4 
cent higher at 6914@69\%4 to 69%. The close 
was \& higher, at 69144@60%. Primary re- 
ceipts were 1,374,000 bushels, against 1,053,- 
000 last year. 

Corn was active and strong, with good 


buying by outsiders, as well as by scalpers 
and commission houses. Wet weather was 
the principal bull factor, although higher 
cables also helped to hold prices firm. 
December opened %@% to %@% higher at 
45% GAs, sold up to 46%@46\%, closing % cent 
hig at 45%. Local receipts were 259 
care, with 68 cars of contract grade.

His Trial Set for Jan. 12—No Mention

RIVERHEAD, L. I., Sept. 25.—The Suf- 
folk County Grand Jury indicted Louis A. 
Disbrow to-day tor murder in the first de- 
gree for the killing of Clarence Foster near 
Good Ground on June 10 last, at which time 
Sarah Lawrence also came to her death. 
No mention of the girl’s fate is made in the 
presentment, she being only referred to as 
having been with Disbrow and Foster at 
the time of the tragedy. At the prelimi- 
nary hearing the prosecution tried to show 
that Miss Lawrence had been strangled 
with the stock which was found tightly 
bound about her neck. 

Disbrow was arraigned before Judge Mad- 


dox this afternoon, when the courtroom 
was packed with eager spectators. The 
prisoner. had evidently drecsed with the 


greatest care, but, az he stood beside his 
counsel, Rowland Miles, he was seen to be 
very pale, while his features were drawn 
and haggard.

killed him ashcre with a blunt instrument, 
and with then having rowed the body out 
cn the bay and thrown it overboard.’

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NEW YORK’S LAST CHANCE. 

The action of the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment to-day on the motion 
of Borough President Cantor to make 
provision for the construction of a cham- 
ber for street mains in connection with 
the extension of the rapid transit sub- 
way down Lower Broadway from Ann 
to Morris Street is of momentous inter- 
est to citizens and taxpayers. Not to 
have made such provision in connection 
with every foot of the subway already 
in hand was a crime against the public 
interest which will at some future time 
involve the city in an expense greater 
than can now be calculated. Like negli- 
gence in the present instance will have 
like consequences, and will tend to show 
that the present administration is scarce- 
ly wiser in such matters than that which 
preceded it. 

The definite decision of the question 
of the Broadway pipe gallery has been 
postponed to the very last minute. The 
structural steel for this part of the sub- 
way has been ordered, and while the 
changes necessary if the pipe gallery is 
to be built may still be made, they must 
be made at once if ever. The Chief En- 
gineer of the subway, while earnestly 
recommending that the gallery be con- 
structed, properly recognizes that his 
first duty is to the work for which he is 
directly and immediately responsible, 
and will not let that be delayed or inter- 
fered with because the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment cannot make 
up its collective mind to do what the 
situation calls for. At the meeting to- 
day the gallery will be strongly advo- 
cated by representatives of the Mer- 
chants’ Association and others having a 
public-spirited Interest in the plan, and 
what opposition is offered will probably 
be what is known as “play to the gal- 
leries ’—though in this instance against 
them. 

















THE PRESIDENT’S TARIFF PLAN. 
It was characteristic of Mr. ROOSEVELT, 
when he found that he would probably 
be unable to continue his journey into 
the Northwest, to seize the earliest op- 
portunity to make the most important 
speech of the series he had intended. 
Standing in the rain at the little town of 
Logansport, Ind., he delivered to a rela- 
tively small audience the utterance he 
had planned to deliver in the region 
aroused by the unexpected and signifi- 
cant platform of the Iowa Republicans. 
Incidentally it may be noted that the 
putative parent of that platform is re- 
ported to be the Gen. CLARKSON whom 
the President so suddenly injected into 
the New York Custom House because of 
his personal liking for the man. Possi- 
bly the platform was not so unexpected 
to the President as it seems to have been 
to Speaker HENDERSON and a number of 
the Senators. 

However that may be, and though the 
President disclaims all connection of the 
trusts with the tariff, his plan for treat- 
ing the tariff itself goes on all fours with 
the Iowa declaration on that subject. 
The platform says: ‘‘ We favor such 
changes in the tariff from time to time 
as become advisable through the prog- 
ress of our industries and their changing 
relations to the commerce of the world.” 
Mr. ROOSEVELT says: 


We need to devise some machinery by 
which, while persevering in the policy of a 
protective tariff in which I think the Na- 
tion as a whole has now generally acqui- 
esced, we would be able to torrect the 
irregularities and remove the _  incon- 
gruities produced by the changing con- 
ditions without destroying the whole 
structure. Such machinery would permit 
us to continue our definitely settled tariff 
policy while providing for the changes in 
duties upon particular schedules which 
must inevitably and necessarily take place 
from time to time as matters of legislative 
and administrative detail. 

It will be seen that the two utterances 
are in substance and in purpose the 
same. The “machinery” which the 
President himself prefers consists of “a 
body of experts, of such high character 
and ability that they could be trusted to 
deal with the subject purely from the 
standpoint of our business and industriak 
needs.”” Elsewhere he expresses the be- 
lief that the treatment of the tariff 
should be “non-partisan.” We do not 
doubt the sincerity of the President in 
these utterances. They are unquestion- 
ably opposed to the sentiment and to the 
judgment of the managers of his party. 
They demonstrate the earnestness of his 
conviction and no small degree of cour- 
age and independence. The mere chal- 
lenge of the immutable and inerrant 
character of the tariff is like laying 
hands upon the ark of the covenant of 
his party. It cannot but disturb, shock, 
and anger nearly all the old leaders of 
the party. It contrasts strangely and 
strikingly with the narrow notion of 
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Senator HANNA and his felloWs that the 


party should confine itself to the “ issue 
of prosperity.” It is the act of a man 
who feels the current of change in the 
popular mind and who is not willing su- 
pinely to await its culmination, but de- 
sires at once to respect and try to 
guide it. 

But how futile it all is. If the tariff 
were, aS Mr. ROOSEVELT assumes that it 
is, a measure to adjust duties to the dif- 
ference in the “labor cost” of manu- 
factures at home and abroad and to ac- 
cord to the home producer protection 
against the advantage enjoyed by the 
foreign producer through this difference, 
it might be from time to time modified 
by a body of experts, if Congress would 
follow their advice. But the tariff is 
nothing of the sort, for various reasons. 
One is that there is no such difference in 
labor cost. On the contrary, in most 
protected articles, the cost of labor in a 
given unit of production is less here than 
abroad. Another reason is that in fix- 
ing the schedules Congress is guided by 
the influence of special interests and by 
the strength of party support these in- 
terests can command, and the demands 
of these interests have no relation to the 
principle laid down by the President. 
The significance, therefore, of the Presi- 
dent’s remarkable speech is not that he 
proposes a workable method of changing 
the tariff, but that he admits the need of 
a change which his party leaders for the 
most part stoutly deny. And a large 
and increasing proportion of the people 
are with him and against the leaders. 








THE DEBT LIMIT. 

Every citizen of New York with the 
least particle of civic pride will read with 
sympathetic interest Mayor Low’s argu- 
ment in support of the policy of assess- 
ing real estate at full value. It is mani- 
festly a condition, not a theory, that con- 
fronts the City Government. There is an 
urgent public necessity that the Consti- 
tutional debt limit or borrowing power of 
the city be enlarged. As the Mayor puts 
the matter, we must make our choice of 
one of these three courses: 

a.) <All public improvements, 
school buildings, and all local 
ments, must shortly stop; or, 

(2.) The State Constitution must be 
amended so as to enlarge the city’s credit; 
or, 


(3.) The city’s real estate must ‘be as- 
sessed at full value, as the law directs.

There is by no means a general assent 
to the Mayor’s conclusion that the full- 
valuation plan is the only one which 
promises relief. Diligent study ought to 
disclose some other way out of the diffi- 
culty, for this way is open to most se- 
rious objection. 

The Mayor says that the law com- 
mands assessment at full value, and that 
the instructions given by the Commis- 
sioner of Taxes and Assessments to the 
Deputies merely comply with the law. 
What is full value? At best it is an ap- 
proximation; it is never a fixed, ascer- 
tainable amount for any given parcel of 
real estate. It varies by a ratio that is 
notoriously not uniform, even within a 
limited city neighborhood. No prudent 
person called upon to estimate the full 
value of a piece of real estate would 
venture to adopt such figures, as it is 
evidently the intention of the Tax De- 
partment to adopt, unless he felt that he 
would be exempt from all penalty from 
his mistakes. The financial companies 
which make loans upon bond and mort- 
gage have by immemorial custom fixed 
what may be called the line of absolute 
safety. They are punished for their mis- 
takes—they cannot afford to make them. 
For that reason they advance upon real 
estate security only such a sum as under 
any and all conditions of the market 
could be recovered in case of default by 
foreclosure and sale of the property. It 
may be said that their custom is to loan 
up to 60 per cent. of the full value. 
That is a most misleading way to de- 
scribe the transaction. If there were any 
such known thing as full value they 
could with perfect safety loan up to 80 
or 90 per cent. Their intention is to loan 
an amount which in the most adverse 
conditions shall never be in excess of 
full value. 

That is the safe rule in assessment for 
taxation, It is something more than a 
manifest absurdity in this year of re- 
markable prosperity, with a buoyant 
real estate market, to issue instructions 
for the assessment of all New York 
realty at “full value.” There will come 
a period of depression, of diminished 
earning power, and reduced “ full value.” 
It will be difficult, it may be impossible, 
to reduce the assessments in proportion. 
We enlarge the debt limit, but we shall 
speedily overtake it by large issues of 
new bonds. Would any administration 
then venture to reduce assessments by 
an amount which might leave the out- 
standing debt greater than the Consti- 
tutional 10 per cent.? Diligent and pain- 
ful as the Assessors’ investigations may 
be, the policy of full valuation will in 
thousands of gases lead to assessments 
in excess of the value of property, 
whether measured by its earning power 
or by its selling price. That is an in- 
justice for which Mr. Low’s administra- 
tion should not make itself responsible. 

















THE DIFFICULTY OF LETTING GO. 

That ripe philosopher Josh Billings 
merited immortality by his advice to 
whom it might concern: “ When impelled 
to take the bull by the horns, stop and 
reflect whether you had not better take 
him by the tail instead, since you can 
hold on just as well and let go a great 
deal easier.” Disregard of this sage pre- 
cept has brought many men into serious 
trouble. 

Mr. JOHN MITCHELL is a case in point. 
In his anxiety to repeat in the East his 
relatively easy triupmhs in the West, 
and lay the foundations of a National 
United Mine Workers’ Union, he made 
the grave mistake of taking the bull by 
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the horns. He has not made a monu- 
mental success in holding on# but the 
difficulty he has experienced in doing so 
is as nothing compared with that which 
confronts him in letting go. To declare 
the strike “off” will wreck his union. 
Never again will the anthracite miners 
put their faith in the bituminous miners 
who at the Indianapolis convention wise- 
ly refused to give up lucrative and 
abundant employment and join them in 
idleness, and whose promises of finan- 
cial assistance have not materialized in 
currency. To continue the strike with a 
fading and dissolving constituency, until 
it makes practically very little differ- 
ence whether it last forever or stops as 
“short” as grandfather’s clock in the 
ballad, will discredit his leadership and 
make him in the highest degree persona 
non grata to those who have believed in 
and trusted him to their undoing. There 
would seem to be very little choice be- 
tween the alternatives presented. He 
took the bull by the horns, and whether 
he holds on or lets go makes less differ- 
ence to the bull than it does to him. 

At the moment MITCHELL’s position is 
one of great embarrassment. He is ex- 
igently in need of assistance. The high- 
water mark of strike relief has been 
reached in about $4,000 a week for dis- 
tribution in the Wyoming district. Di- 
vided into the number of men needing 
relief, this amounts to about 10 cents a 
week apiece. A strike cannot be sus- 
tained long on that basis. Now, what 
shall he tell the public? If he says that 
the men on strike are desperately poor, 
needing food and clothing and fuel for 
the Winter now close at hand, and on 
this showing appeals to the charitable 
for help, he gives his case away and 
confesses to the operators that the strik- 
ers cannot hold out much longer, If, on 
the other hand, he denies the current 
reports of suffering and destitution, and 
asserts that the strikers, after more 
than four months’ idleness, are in a 
position to hold out all Winter if neces- 
sary, his statement that the miners 
cannot live at the rates of wages against 
which they struck appears to be “ con- 
spicuously inexact,’’ and those appealed 
to are likely to harden their hearts and 
button up their pockets, reasoning that 
men who can do so well without work 
are not properly objects of charity. So 
much for the general public. 

As for the miners, what shall they be 
told? He knows perfectly well that he 
represents a lost cause and that there is 
absolutely nothing on which to hang a 
hope of yielding on the part of the oper- 
ators or of effective outside interfer- 
ence. If he tells this to the strikers he 
would do well to embody it in a letter 
from Chicago or some other point far 
enough away to soften in transmission 
the asperities of the response they will 
be likely to make. If, on the other hand, 
he continues to tell them they are going 
to win the strike and compel the oper- 
ators to accede to their terms and con- 
ditions, he will only make it the harder 
to admit defeat when the fact no longer 
admits of concealment. By many per- 
sons in a position to judge, MITcHELL 
is credited with being the greatest and 
most generally capable of labor leaders 
now prominent before the public. There 
seemed to be better warrant for this 
estimate of his character and qualifica- 
tions four months ago than there is now. 
A great leader would not have permit- 
ted a strike for which he is responsible 
to get so completely beyond his control 
as this has done. It is doing the cause 
of organized labor immeasurable harm. 
There are thousands of miners in the 
membership of the union who are not 
willing to be identified with rioting, 
bloodshed, dynamiting, and incendiarism, 
which are what the United Mine Work- 
ers’ Union is now coming to stand for in 
the popular estimation. Under the ade- 
quate military protection which it appears 
to be the purpose of Gov. STONE to fur- 
nish, the self-respecting men, with homes 
at stake and families to provide for and 
protect, will abandon it in daily in- 
creasing numbers. MITCHELL may iden- 
tify himself with them or remain the 
nominal head of the dangerous element 
which has rendered it necessary to put 
the district under martiallaw. His posi- 
tion is one of great embarrassment, but 
instructive withal, and ambitious labor 
leaders would do well to consider it 
thoughtfully. Whatever may now hap- 
pen that is within the range of possi- 
bility, MITCHELL’s career is wrecked, his 
strike is a failure, and the cause of 
labor is hurt past surgery. The tail 
hold would have been much better. 





EXTINGUIGHING FINLAND. 

The eclipse of Finland as a partially 
independent duchy and its incorporation 
with Russia are modern instances of the 
truth that the ruler who does not insist 
on ruling is the first victim of whatever 
force may come to the top, be it palace 
cabal, or religious tyranny, or military 
clique. Finland has been peculiarly the 
pet duchy of the Russian Crown. Rus- 
sians were proud of Finland’s record, 
and her regiments were accounted the 
best and faithfulest, ever ready to 
fight for the Czar with a feeling of per- 
sonal ownership in him and his family. 
The bad examples offered by Germany 
and England have reinforced the nat- 
ural Chauvinism in an empire ruled by 
bureaucrats, civil, military, and religious; 
and so the identity of Finland, the soft 
and picturesque language of the Suomi, 
the energetic individuality of the people 
of Suomilainen, the useful differences 
in their character, between the Swedes 
on the one hand and the Russians on the 
other, are to be wiped out and relegated 
into books and museums, in order that 
the huge empire shall present every- 
where just the same language, dress, 
manners, and customs! 

The Czar may or may not know what 
is going on. Whether he does or not, he 
cannot interfere, although the result is 
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to turn the former belief and pride of 
Finland in him to scorn for him and 
to plant the seeds of lifelong hatred of 
everything Russian in the breast of 
every Finlander, The state coach is too 
unwieldy to respond to a driver who 
has never learned the trick of subduing 
the horses he is supposed to guide. They 
are taking him where they will, and just 
now it has entered into their benighted 
brains that little Finland is the place 
to devastate. So the big wheels are in 
motion, and, while the Czar is perched 
on the box and seems to handle the 
reins, they are stamping everything into 
powder and leveling all Finland to one 
pale-gray expanse, like the long gray 
steppes from which they come. 

Finland, with her thousand lakes and 
ten thousand islands, her sober, reticent, 
little population, her reminiscences of 
the heathen past, her ballads of Kaleva 
Land and Sariola the gloomy, her curious 
epics in which gods have become heroes, 
like Vaino and Ilmarinen; her singular 
position as a wedge of Turanian between 
layers of Aryan peoples, has something 
in her of China. She suffers in silence, 
like the Chinese, but also she is pos- 
sessed of a mighty Chinese patience. 
She has great admiration for learning 
and is capable of exceeding loyalty to 
those who treat her fairly. Whether 
this stupid move of Russian bureaucrats 
will start a longing among Finlanders 
to belong to Sweden, the nation to which 
they have the most affinity through old 
connections, and the‘ country to which 
geographically they belong, remains to 
be seen. If it should be so, the Russians 
have only themselves to blame. And 
whether ,or not they ever free them- 
selves from the people who have violated 
the oaths with which they bound them- 
selves when they took Finland into the 
Russian Empire, they are certain to 
have long memories. The Suomilaiset 
who are leaving Finland for North Amer- 
ica will not forget the broken faith, and 
some day will cause the Czar bitter re- 
gret that he did not try at least to save 


“his favorite duchy from obliteration. 








TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


— Family quarrels, owing to the diffi- 
culty, which approaches absolute impossi- 
bility, of learning all the facts and circum- 
stances of them, are the hardest of things 
to judge from the outside, but there are 
some acts for which there is no justifica- 
tion, and when such an act is forced upon 
the public attention in the course of a fam- 
ily quarrel, judgment of it by outsiders is 
inevitable, whether it be safe and just or 
not. A case in point is that presented by 
King L&Eopoup’s expulsion of Princess 
STEPHANIE from the room in which his 
wife, her mother, lay dead. So far as 
known the King’s only excuse for doing 
this was the fact that the Princess, after 
the death of a particularly bad husband of 
whom the King had approved, married a 
man of her own choice, who seems to have 
made a good husband, as husbands go, but 
of whom the King vehemently disapproved 
for no other revealed reason than that he 
was not of royal rank. Now, it is beyond 
question that young women born in the 
purple are under a certain real obligation 
to consider dynastic and political interests 
as much as, or more than, their own per- 
sonal inclinations in choosing—or accepting 
—their mates, and some anger on King 
LEoPoLp’s part at his daughter’s refusal to 
play the monarchical game according to 
the monarchical rules was excusable, but 
it is obvious that he carried his resentment 
too far for any King, and that it was car- 
ried outrageously far for a King with a 
record so peculiarly diversified as his. Even 
the Continental papers, with all their in- 
clination to hold royalty above the applica- 
tion of ordinary rules, are shocked by the 
treatment of the Countess Lonyay, and 
venture vague hints that King LEopPotD is 
hardly the person to pose as the implacable 
enemy of mésalliances. The Belgians, with 
their larger knowledge of the circum- 
stances, show no hesitation in condemning 
the King’s behavior, so it is not particu- 
larly dangerous for remote observers to 
free their minds by calling it shameless and 
brutal. 





—That speechmaking has had its day 
nobody seriously doubts, and innumerable 
essays on the passing of oratory have been 
written and printed in books and newspa- 
pers, and yet speechmaking still goes on 
and the orator marches up and down in the 
land much the san:e as ever. The truth of 
the matter seems to be that, though folks 
with something, or what they think is 
something, to say, know perfectly well 
that the auditers whom they can reach 
with the voice compare neither in number 
nor quality with the readers who are will- 
ing to give them a much better sort of at- 
tention, yet the instinct implanted by cent- 
uries and centuries of enforced resort to 
direct, personal appeal survives in us all, 
and, although we recognize theoretically 
that it is only the printed page that really 
counts, we do not quite trust it except as 
an auxiliary method of attaining our ends. 
Thus the President, being moved to let his 
countrymen know what he thinks about 
tariffs, trusts, and the musical glasses, 
does not at oncs send his more or Jess care- 
fully prepared opinions and exhortations 
to the newspapers or the magazines, and 
thereby gain the wide hearing he certainly 
wants, and the intelligent criticism he pre- 
sumably desires, but he puts his manu- 
script in his pocket and goes touring around 
the country, submitting himself for weeks 
to the dangers and discomforts of close 
association with crowds even more curious 
than sympathetic, and recites his views to 
a few hundred people at atime! Of course, 
after the ‘‘speech’"’ has been “ delivered,”’ 
it is turned over to the reporters, and by 
the next morning it has gone all over the 
world, but why all the delay, all the 
trouble? Why must the thing be ill done 
before it is well done? Why, with the 
printing press for a willing and enormously 
efficient servant, is its help invoked only 
after trying—without any hope or expecta- 
tion whatever of accomplishing anything of 
importance—the device that long since 
ceased to harmonize with existing condi- 
tions? We mention the President only be- 
cause he provides us with a striking ex- 
ample of this queer persistence in anti- 
quated and outgrown customs. He is only 
one of many who do not fully realize the 
changes of the times, and persist in doing, 
four no reason, things which their ancestors 
did for the very good reason that there 
was nothing else for them to do. 


—‘ Secession” is a word with a terri- 
ble sound for American ears, and the news 
from Queensland that not only are the peo- 
ple of that part of Australia dissatisfied 
with the results of their union with its 
other colonies, but are seriously consider- 
ing separation from the Commonwealth, is 
calculated to inspire in us a deep wonder 
whether the Queenslanders may not have 
to pay as much as we did to learn that 
though political unions are not easy to 
form they are vastly harder to dissolve. 
Queensland had only to consult its own in- 








clinations and interests when it went into 
partnership with its neighbors, but those 
neighbors will have a lot to say about a 
proposal to restore the former conditions. 
Of course, the situation of Australia is not 
very much like that of the United States 
when the fifties turned into the sixties, for 
the former has what the latter lacked, a 
natural and powerful arbiter of any differ- 
ences that may arise—a Court of Appeals 
that may also serve as a receiver while the 
corporation property is divided. Still there 
are not a few points of likeness in the two 
cases, the most important—and ominous— 
being a similarity of population and result- 
ing distaste for outside interference, how- 
ever well-intentioned. And a separation of 
the Australian Commonwealth into what 
were its component parts would be out of 
harmony with the tendency of the times 
toward consolidations of all kinds. The fa- 
tal weakness with secession is that it as- | 
sumes the possibility of putting things 
back where they were. That cannot often | 
be done, and even less often, perhaps, 
when divorce is sought by States than 
when jt is the aspiration of individuals. 
Whatever the Australians may have 
thought at the time of their marriage, the 
chances are that they took each other for | 
better or worse and must make the best of | 
their bargain. 


——First-class passengers in the steerage | 
coming this way, and only three passen- 
gers in all for the Hohenzollern when she | 
sailed from here yesterday! That is cer- 
tainly a curious state of affairs, and im- | 
pressive evidence as to who it is upon | 
whom the steamship companies depend for 
business.

The officers, out of love for the own- | 
ers, will view them reproachfully, if it 
isn't scornfully, and as for the stewards, 
waiters, and other licensed brigands among | 
whom the blackmail, sometimes called 
tips, of the trio must be divided, their 
state of mind can be imagined with much 
more ease than propriety. Better by far, 
all things considered, boiled meat in tin 
dishes, than dismal banquets in desolate 
saloons. 


THE OWNER, NOT THE MACHINE. 








To the Editor cf The New York Times: 

The criticism in “ Topics of the Times”’ 
in THE TIMEs of Sept. 23 upon my letter in 
THE TIMEs of the 22d does me an injustice, 
and which, I presume, is unintentional. I 
did not attack or protest against ‘‘ labor- 
displacing machinery.’” Every reader of 
my letter will remember that it was the 
“corporation-owned labor-displacing ma- 
chine "’ which I criticised. It is not the 
“labor-displacing '’ machine which is the 
evil. It is the private or corporation own- 
ership of the machine which constitutes | 
the evil. This evil is augmented in its | 


virulence in our country by the Govern- 
ment bounty granted upon the products of 
this ‘‘ corporation-owned ”’ labor-displacing 
machine. I demonstrated what this enor- 
mous machine ‘“ product”’ is, i. e., 90 per 
cent. of the total mechanical industrial out- 
put of the Nation. 

The President’s Logansport (Ind.) speech, 
in which he admits that ‘‘ modern indus- 
trialism ’’ (of which the private and “ cor- 
poration-owned ’”’ labor-displacing machine 
is the foundation) is the dominant ques- 
tion of the age, adds high authority to my 
contention anent the ‘‘new slavery” as 
set forth in the letter signed ‘* Free Trade 
Republican,’’ published in THE Times of 
Sept. 22. To emphasize the vital nature of 
the part which ‘‘ corporation-owned ”’ labor- 
displacing machinery plays in this ‘‘ new 
slavery ” in what the President calls ‘‘ mod- 
ern industrialism,’’ I desire to place side 
by side with the figures of 90 per cent. 
total industrial production of the United 
States of these machines the following: 
The corporations of Massachusetts alone 
own labor-displacing machinery which 
represents the industrial labor capacity of 
60,000,000 skilled adult human artisans; in 
Pennsylvania 55,000,000. Will it be con- 
tended with seriousness by any one that 
the consuming capacity of these machines 
(productive iron and steel slaves) with 
the comparatively small human labor em- 
ployed in operating them (forty human 
labor productive force of the machine to 
one human operator—that is the average) 
consume in any form whatever, of agricul- 
tural product or otherwise, an equal equiv- 
alent in value of the 90 per cent. product 
of the machine as stated above? Such a 
proposition would be a simple absurdity. 

Under these circumstances am I not en- 
titled as a matter of justice as well as of 
courtesy, under the ethics of impartial 
journalism, to a correction in this im- 
portant matter of the evident misappre- 
hension of my critic?

GERMANY’S TRADE SITUATION. 


Waning Summer Said to Have So Far 
Failed to Bring Hoped-For Revival. 
Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.—Consul Gen- 
eral Frank H. Mason, in a report sent from 

Berlin to the State Department, says: 

“The waning Summer has failed thus 
far to bring the hoped-for revival in most 
branches of German industry. The revela- 
tions of enormous losses through deprecia- 
tion of material, bad investments, and 
stagnant demand on the part of several 
prominent electrical manufacturing com- 
panies has created a gloomy and uneasy 
impression. 

“The cold, wet, late season has com- 
promised to a greater or lesser degree the 
expected profits from the grain harvests 
of the year. Farmers are still obliged to 
economize, even in fertilizers, and this and 
certain other other influences have reacted 
upon the market for potash salts and min- 
erals. 

“Several of the more important mining 
companies have reduced the wages of their 


cent. 
The Prussian Fiskus, which controls an im- 
portant group of mines in Prussian Sax- 
ony, has discharged from 350 to 400 work- 
men, and the Solway Works at Bernburg 
have done the same, until a mass meeting 
of working people was called to solicit the 
intervention of the local Government 
against further: dismissals. 

*“When it is remembered that down to 
the end of April last all the producing pot- 
ash mines were runing up to their full ca- 
pacity, many even employing Sunday and 
night shifts in order to keep pace with the 


demand, this sudden and ominous depres- 
sion would seem to be due to some special 
cause outside of the conditions which un- 
derlie the ordinary fluctuations of trade.”’ 





SECRETARY ROOT ATTACKED. 


Anti-Imperialists Issue Circular Blam- 
ing Him Alone for Alleged Philip- 
pine Atrocities. 


BOSTON, Sept. 25.—The New England 
Anti-Imperialist Committee makes public 
to-day an elaborate review of the Philip- 
pine situation, which has been prepared by 
Moorfield Storey, counsel for the commit- 
tee. The point of Mr. Storey’s argument is 
that the responsibility for the conditions in 
the Philippines does not rest primarily with 
our soldiers and officers in the islands, but 
with Secretary Root. The document is a 


review of the history of army manage- 
ment in the Philippines from the time we 
occupied the islands to the present. 


At the outset Mr. Storey calls attention 
to the promises repeatedly made by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt that all cases of barbarity 
or of violation of the laws cf war occur- 
ring in the Philippines should be visited 
with severe punishment, and it is charged 
that there is direct conflict between Mr. 
Noot’s contentons and the facts given in 
the reports of the commanding officers in 
the Philippines, which must have been 
known to him. It is sought to show that the 
Secretary has made no effort whatever to 
carry out the promises of rigid investiga- 
tion and condign punishment made by the 
President, but has concealed information 
known to him from the public. 

In the course of the argument it is main- 
from an elaborate comparison of 
statistics of the killed and wounded in our 
own and foreign wars, that the killing of 
the wounded Filipinos was not sporadic, 
but was a general custom in our army. 

At the close of the pamphlet the case 
against Secretary Root is summed up in the 
following language: 

“‘From this review of the record certain 
things clearly appear: 

“That the destruction of Filipino Nfe 
during the war has been so frightiul that !t 
cannot be explained as the result of ordi- 
nary civilized warfare. 

“Gen. Bel!l’s statement that one-sixth of 
the natives of Luzon—that is, some 70,000 
persons—had been killed o1 died of dengue 
fever in the first three years of the war is 
evidence enough on this point, especially 
when coupled with his further statement: 

“*«The loss of life by killing alone has 
beer very great, but I think not one man 
has been siain except where his death 
served the legitimate purpose of war. It 
has been thought necessary to adopt what 
in other countries would be thought harsh 
measures,’ but which Secretary Root calls 
measures of ‘marked humanity and mag- 
nenimity.’ 

“That at the very outset of the war 
there was strong reason to believe that our 
troops were ordered by some officers to 
give no quarter, and that no investigation 
was had because it was reported by Col. 
Crowder that the evidence ‘ would impli- 
cate many others.’ 

“That the Secretary of War never made 
any attempt to check or punish this method 
of war. 

“That from a very early day torture has 


been employed systematically to obtain in- 
formation. 

“That the Secretary of War has never 
made any attempt to stop this barbarous 
practice. 

“That the statements of Mr. Root, 
whether as to the origin of the war, the 
progress, or the methods by which it has 
been prosecuted, have been unreliable and 
misleading. 

“That Mr. Root, then, is the real de- 
fendant in this case. e responsibility for 
what has disgraced the American name lies 
at his door. He is conspicuously the per- 
son to be investigated. The records of the 
War Department should be laid bare, that 
we may see what orders, what cablegrams, 
what reports are there. His standard of 
humanity, his attitude toward witnesses, 
the position which he has taken, the state- 
ments which he has made, all prove that 
he is the last person to be charged with the 


duty of investigating charges which, if 
proved, recoil on him.” 
Finally, Mr. Storey asks: 


*“ What do the American people propose 
to do about this terrible record? Shall Mr. 
Root continue to disguise the truth? Shall 
we hide our heads in the sand, refuse to 
read or to believe the facts, devote our at- 
tention to gains and business, and hope 
that all this will be forgotten? ”’ 

Mr. Storey concludes as follows: 

*‘Our soldiers are not to blame for all 
this. They are like the rest of their fellow- 
citizens. Not a whit more cruel. It is the 
American people under false leaders which 
has set them to subjugate and has been 
content not to ask how the work was done. 
We at home may imitate the ostrich, but, 
hide our heads as we may, we cannot es- 
cape our National guilt.” 


IRON MARKET IN GREECE. 


Consul at Patras Calls Attention to a 
Chance for American Trade. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.—Consul Jack- 
son at Patras, Greece, reports to the State 
Department that there is a market in 
Greece for American iron and steel to a 
limited extent. Iron girders and beams for 
building purposes and bridges to the extent 
of 6,000 tons or more are used there an- 
nually. This trade is controlled by Bel- 
gium, which also has been supplying large 
quantities of steel rails and construction 


iron for the Peloponesus Railroad to Cala- 
manta. 

No favored nation clause covers the im- 
portation of these Materials—both steel wire 
and iron being on the free list—and there is 
nothing to keep our manufacturers from 
competing for trade in Greece. European 
manufacturers give four months’ time, or 
a discount of 3 per cent., terms that Ameri- 
can firms do not like to consider. 





Force Expected to be Largely Rein- 
forced When Improvements Are 


Finished.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.—The police at 


the White House expect to have their 
force largely reinforced when the improve- 
ments in the building are made. The Lieu- 
tenant in charge said to-day that it would 
require at least 150 men to keep order at 
the White House at public receptions in 
future, while now only sixty are required. 


This will be due to the number of ad- 
ditional doors and entrances which are 
being provided. 

It is believed by some that the work on 
the White House is not advancing as rapid- 
ly as had been claimed, and that it may 
not be ready for occupancy within the 
stipulated time. 











TARIFF CHANGES REMOTE 


Appointment of a Commission a 
Time-Consuming Affair. 














Belief that the President’s Proposition 
Would Prevent Tariff Action of 
Any Kind by Congress.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.—The compara- 
tive scarcity of comment upon the Presi- 
dent’s recent utterances in favor of a come 
mission to suggest modification of the 
tariff is probably due to the lack of a 
definite promise by Mr. Roosevelt. He did 
not announce his intention to recommend 
or urge the appointment of such a commis- 
sion, as he has announced, for instance, his 
determination to fight for Cuban reciproc- 
ity. He merely said in an incidental way 
during his speeches that his ‘“ personal 
preference’ was for a commission. 

While this accounts for the lack of ex- 
citement on the subject, and the rather 
languid way in which the discussion of it 
has been conducted, the mere suggestion 
has aroused considerable interest !n Wash 
ington. It is interesting chiefly because 
if an effort should be made by the Presi- 
dent to press the proposition, it will mean 
to a certainty no tariff action whatever 
during the coming session of Congress. 

This conclusion is reached not less from 
the necessities of the case than from a 
reference to past history. There has been 
only one tariff commission since the foun- 
dation of this Government. That was the 
famous commission appointed during the 
Administration of President Arthur. A 
silght reference to the history of the efforts 
to get that commission started and get 
action on its recommendations is convinc- 
ing to Washington observers that a similar 
proposition would mean no action certainly 
until the first session of the Fifty-seventh 
Congress, if it is not delayed longer. 

The scheme for a tariff commission an- 
tedated the Administration of President 
Arthur, and had been unavailingly pushed 
for some time before the bill passed. In 
1880 when many tariff bills relating to 
various schedules had been brought into the 
House, Senator William E. Eaton of Con- 
necticut introduced a bill ‘‘ to provide for 
the appointment of a commission to inves- 
tigate the tariff,” a final report to be 
made in January, 1881. 

it was nearly three years from the intro- 
duction of Senator Eaton's bill before tariff 
revision was secured. This, however, is 
not a fair criterion of the length of time 
that it would take a Republican Congress, 
united and enthusiastic for tariff revision 
and spurred on by the President, to bring 
about revision through a commission now. 
Granted that the Republican leaders like 
Senator Hanna and Mr. Cannon were 
brought to see their mistake in thinking 
that the tariff should not be revised; 
granted that the President could secure 
absolute control of the Republicans in the 
Fifty-seventh Congress who defied him at 
the first session of that Congress, then the 
President could send in his recommendation 
next December, a bill creating a tariff com- 
mission could be passed during the coming 
session, and the commission could be in- 
structed to have its report ready by the 
first Monday in December, 1903. 

That is about as quickly as the prelim- 
inary work could be done under the most 
favorable anaes. The previous tariff 
commission bill gave the commission eight 
months to do its work and report, and this 
was generally considered none too much. 
The bill creating that commission, however, 
was. passed at a long session of Congress, 
The President had recommended it on 
Dec. 6, and the bill did not become a law 
until May 15. The next session of Cdn- 
gress will be a short one, ending in March, 
1903, and obviously a commission could not 
be ready with its report by the adjourn- 
ment of Congress, even if the bill were 
passed on the first day of the session— 
which is impossible. 

After the commission has reported, which, 
taking the earliest date possible, could not 
be before December, 1903, Congress would 
have to deal with it on the eve of a Presi- 
dential campaign. At the average rate of 
speed of the Ways and Means Committee 
in reporting tariff bills, it could not get 
before the House until 1904 was well on 
its way. An iron-clad rule might cut off 
debate on the measure in the House, as 
has been done with important bills during 
the session recently ended, but the Senate 
would certainly debate it long and fully. 
Assuming, therefore, that the whole 
scheme, commission, tariff bill and all, 
went through under the most favorable 
stars, with the Republicans united and 
their President reinstated in control, a po- 


litical tariff bill, passed on the eve of a 
National convention two years hence, is the 
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most that can be hoped for. 


HARVARD’S NEW HOSPITAL. 





Stillman Hall, the Gift of New York 
Banker, Opened for Patients—En- 
dowment Fund Needed.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Sept. 25.—Harvard’s 
new hospital, the Stillman Infirmary, will 
open its doors to-day for the first time. 
The building is the gift of James Stillman 
of New York, and is not only better than 
any college infirmary, but is as nearly 
complete and modern as any hospital in the 
United States, Harvard has long felt the 
need of such a place, anda great step in 
the equipment of the university has been 
made by its addition. 

The infirmary will be run on the same 
lines as other private hospitals, each pa- 
tient being entitled to choose his own phy- 
sician. In the building and furnishing all 
the recent sanitary inventions of value 
have been used, and no expense has been 
spared to make it as valuable as possible. 
During the Summer a new operating table 
and new surgical instruments were added 
to the operating room. 

The question now to be solved, however, 
is most serious of all. The endowment 
fund is not large enough to make the hos- 
pital free, or even to allow every*man to 
pay as much as he can afford. Several 
ways of solving the problem have been 
suggested, and it is not known as yet which 
one will be accepted. One idea is that stu- 
dents may by paying a certain sum insure 
themselves against sickness during the year. 
By doing this a student would, whenever 
taken ill, have the use of the infirmary, 
medicines and nursing included, free of 
charge. This would not keep out men who 
were not insured, but it would be more ex- 
pensive for the latter than for those who 
were insured. It is probable that the two 
schemes will be combined, that of volun- 
tary assurance and an assurance fee. In 
this way men would have a choice. At 
present the infirmary is being run at the 
expense of the college, 

Secretary Root to Visit Senator Hanna.

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GERMANY WILL NOT AID: 
IN GOERGING ROUMANIA 


Decides Against Formal Action on 
the Jewish Question. 











Germans Are Large Holders of Rou- 
manian Securities—Hint that France 
Will Not Support Mr. Hay’s 
Proposal. 





BERLIN, Sept. 25.—Germany has decided 
not to associate herself in a formal manner 
with the American and British protests 
against Roumania'’s treatment of the Jews. 

The German Government adopts this at- 
titude, it is understood, independently of 
other Continental powers, no agreement 
having yet been reached in regard to the 
matter by the Cabinets of the Continent. 
Germany considers that, as other para- 
Braphs besides Article XLIV. of the very 
precise Berlin treaty of 1878 have not been 
insisted upon—for instance, Roumanian 
forts have not been razed to the ground, 
and Russia is allowing Batum to remain as 
it was before the treaty—this is not the 
time to oblige Roumania to observe any 
particular provision of the treaty. Besides, 
Germany, although sympathizing sincerely 
with the deplorable situation of the Jews in 
Roumania, feels unable to interfere in an 
internal question. 

Germans are large holders of Roumanian 
securities, and an international storm over 
the policy to which Premier Sturdza of 
Roumania is fully committed might cause 
his fall, and as a result Roumanian 
finances would be withdrawn from his ca- 
pable control. A heavy drop in Roumanian 


funds would cause corresponding losses 
here. 

It is learned that Germany believes that 
the moral strength of the American and 
British positions, in connection with the 
very practical measures taken by great 
financial houses, will induce Roumania sub- 


stantially to modify the rigors of the trade 


law. Germany may possibly supplement 
these influences by private representations, 
without taking part in collective action 
should the other powers find a common 
basis upon which to act. In German offi- 
cial quarters, however, there is not be- 
lieved to be the slightest possibility of such 
collective action, Russia and Austria espe- 
cially being determined not to move in the 
matter.

The same paper, says The Times's cor- 
respondent, publishes new and irrefuta- 
ble evidence in regard to the shocking 
treatment of the Jews in Roumania. It 
says the Roumanian Government has 
assumed an attitude proving that the in- 
tervention of the United States has in- 
fluenced the Cabinet at Bucharest. The 
Ministry of the Interior gave orders to 
the District Prefects to refuse emigra- 
tion passes to Jews, and as this did not 
produce immediate results, the authori- 
ties have received orders forcibly to pre- 
vent the departure of all emigrants. 

One hundred Jews, provided with pass- 
ports and tickets, who proceeded to the 
Northern Railway station bound for 
America, were sent back by the police. 
Having previously sold everything they 
possessed and wound up their businesses, 
they are reduced to a condition of the 
most profound distress.

MARITIME CONFERENCE OPENS. 


International Committee Meets at Ham- 
burg—Treaty as to Collisions and 
Salvage Adopted. 


HAMBURG, Sept. 25.—The fifth confer- 
ence of the International Maritime Commit- 
tee opened here to-day and will last until 
Saturday. E. P. Wheeler, J. B. Jackson, 
Gordon Murray, and G. Betts represent the 
United States. 

The Burgomaster, Herr Moenckeberg, 
welcomed the delegates on behalf of the 
Hamburg Senate, saying that the confer- 
ence assembled in the united desire to ob- 
tain uniform legislation on maritime mat- 
ters. In such an assemblage all national 
differences vanished. He hoped that an in- 
ternational code of law applying to ships 
end shipping would be agreed upon before 
long. 

Among others, Mr. Wheeler responded. 
He said he felt that nothing could induce 
more to -international fellowship than a 
meeting like the present one, and he hoped 
that an understanding in the field of mari- 
time law would eventually be reached. It 
would not come immediately, but, little by 
little, they could remove the existing di- 
vergencies. An American coming to the Old 
World was struck by the fact that in Eu- 
rope people built for the future, with a 
view to permanence. That Was what the 
conference was going to do in the end, 

After other delegates had spoken the pro- 
ceedings were inaugurated under the Pres- 
idency of Dr. Sieveking, President of the 
Upper Hanseatic Court. 

The first business was the discussion of 
the draft of a treaty relative to a uniform 
law for collisions and maritime salvage, 
framed by a special committee as the re- 
sult of the resolutions of previous confer- 
ences. After a long debate the conference 
adopted the draft of the treaty, the con- 
tracting parties agreeing to take steps to 
secure the modification of the laws of their 





respective countries in accordance there- 
with 
The treaty acknowledges the principle 


that there can be no claim to compensation 
where the gqollision is due to inevitable ac- 
cident, and extends it to cases in which 
one vessel is at anchor—a principle not ad- 
mitted in the Dutch and Russian codes. 
If the fault is common, the responsibility 
of each vessel is made proportionate to the 
gravity of the fault. In England at present 
the damages are equally divided with the 
blame. Moreover, losses are to be recom- 
vensed in full—a concession novel to the 
ws of some countries, which have hitherto 
not taken into account any indemnity in 
the nature of demurrage. 

Under the proposed treaty, compulsory 
pilotage may no longer be pleaded in de- 
fende, and a seagoing ship in tow is made 
hable for damage resulting from a coilision 
causad by the fault of the tug. This lia- 
bility’ does not, however, prevent the ship 
from having a claim against the tug 1n vir- 
tue of the towage contract. 

Another important section bars the right 
of action only after two years, thereby re- 
moving the danger—common in some ccun- 
tries—that a delay of a few hours may de- 
prive the Captain of a ship and those in- 
terested in his vessel of a legitimate claim 
to redress. 

It is also enacted that ships which have 
been in collision are bound to afford mutual 
assistance as far as circumstances permit, 
though the special laws of each country are 
left to determine the penalties to which 
those who break the regulation are Ilable. 

After adopting the treaty the members 
adjourned to dine on a Hamburg-American 
ship in the harbor, as guests of the com- 
pany.

Imposing Service in the Cathedral of St. 
Gudule, Brussels. 


BRUSSELS, Sept. 25.—A memorial service 
for Queen Marie Henriette was held this 
morning in the Cathedral of St. Gudule. 
Very large crowds thronged the approaches 
to the sacred edifice, and the windows and 
balconies of the houses. The street lamps 
were covered with crape and were lighted. 

The whole interior of the Cathedral was 
draped with black. An immense canopy, 
suspended from the roof, hung over the 
chancel, high altar, and royal throne. The 
velvet and gold decorations of the throne 
were covered with crape. A _ catafalque 
erected under the transept was surmounted

The King and the members of the royal 
family were received at the entrance by the 
Cardinal Archbishop, who conducted the 
service. On leaving the Cathedral King 
Leopold walked at the head of the proces- 
sion with the Princess Clémentine, his 
youngest daughter. .

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1,000 KILLED BY EARTHQUAKE. 


Many Villages in Turkestan Wrecked 
and a Town Destroyed—intense 
Heat Followed the Shock.

LONDON, Sept. 26.—A dispatch from 
Allahabad to The Times quotes a re- 
port from the Kashgar correspondent of 
The Pioneer, who describes a severe 
earthquake on Aug. 22. Many villages 
were wrecked in the northern part of 


the province and about a thousand peo- 
ple lost their lives. 

The most striking feature of the earth- 
quake was a pronounced rise in the tem- 
perature after the shock. The intense 
heat continued for a week.

BERLIN, Sept. 25.—A dispatch received 
here from Tashkent, capital of Russian 
Turkestan, reports a terrible earthquake 
on Aug. 22, the shocks continuing until 
Sept. 3. 

One hundred persons were killed at 
Kashgar, in Eastern Turkestan, 400 in the 
village of Astyn, and 20 at Jangi. The town 
of Aksuksitche was completely destroyed. 


Kashgar, capital of the Province of Sin- 
kiang, is situated at the confluence of 
roads leading to Peking, India, and Russia, 
and is of considerable importance. It has 
a population of 50,000. 

The Gazetteers mention the town of Ak- 
Su, in Eastern Turkestan, and say it is an 
important centre of trade, the traders, 
about 100 in number, being mostly Rus- 
sian subjects. The population of the circle 
about Ak-Su is given at 180,000. There 
were 4,000 houses in the town itself. 


STROMBOLI VOLCANO ACTIVE. 

PARIS, Sept. 26.--A dispatch to the Figa- 
ro from Rome says the volcano on Strom- 
boll Island, off the north coast of Sicily, 
has been active for several years past. 

A large conical mass has appeared on the 


edge of one of the craters, and a fissure 
at the pase of this crater is pouring out 
lava and jets of flame, the latter to a 
height of 300 yards. 


A dispatch sent from Rome on Sept, 9 
said the Stromboli volcano was then in full 
eruption, and throwing out great columns 
of tire and torrents of stones. 





MANCHURIA RAILWAY PLAN. 


Direct Communication with Principal 
Russian Cities—Minister de Witte 
Starts for Manchuria.

LONDON, Sept. 26.—The Manchurian 
Railway Company, says the St. Peters- 
burg correspondent of The Times, has 
arranged to secure the co-operation of 
Russian railroad and steamship com- 
panies in the establishment of direct 
communication between Manchuria and 
the principal Russian cities. 

Representatives of the various com- 
panies appointed to consider the ques- 
tion have decided to co-operate with 
the Manchurian company under the same 
conditions as those regulating the di- 
rect Anglo-Russian passenger traffic. 
Through communication will be estab- 
lished uniting the principal stations in 
Manchuria with the chief places on the 


Siberian Railway and a number of cities 
of Russia. Through tickets will be 
issued between St. Petersburg, Moscow, 
= Warsaw and Shanghai and Naga- 
saki. 

Provision will be made for the through 
transportation of goods from Odessa to 
places on the Manchurian line by sea to 
Port Arthur and thence by rail.

DUBLIN, Sept. 25.—John O’Donnell, Irish 
Nationalist Member of Parliament for 
South Sligo, was arrested on a warrant to- 


day at Claremorris, County Mayo, for re- 
fusing to obey a summons, issued under the 
Crimes Act, charging him with intimidating 
shopkeepers into joining the United Irish 
League. 

The convention of the league is in session 
at Claremorris, and the arrest of Mr. 
O'Donnell caused the greatest excitement. 
An attempt at rescue was threatened, but 
the police shut Mr. O’Donnell in the wait- 
ing room of the railroad station, 

Mr. O'Donnell was accompanied to Birr, 
Kings County, by six officers. A crowd 
cheered the prisoner as the train drew 
away from the station. 


LORD DUDLEY RECEIVED COLDLY. 


DUBLIN, Sept. 25.—The Earl of Dudley, 
the new Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, made 
his State entry into Dublin to-day. He 
was on horseback, and was accompanied 
by the Duke of Connaught, Commander of 


the Forces in Ireland; Lady Dudley, and a 
sufficiently imposing procession, which 
Seayernes the troop-lined streets to the 
castle. 

There were few decorations, the sight- 
seers were not numerous, and there was 
very little cheering. 

As the procession neared the castle, the 
gatherings of people were somewhat larger 
than elsewhere, and there was a little 
cheering, but no real enthusiasm was 
shown. 

Responding to an address of welcome read 
by the Earl of Meath (Lord Lieutenant of 
the County and City of Dublin) on behalf 
of the Lieutenants, Deputy Lieutenants, 
and Magistrates of the city and county, 
Lord Dudley said he hoped that in dis- 
charging his duties as Lord Lieutenant he 
would earn the approval of King Edward 
and of the Irish people. He added: 

‘To the latter I am a stranger, but my 
earnest endeavor will be not to remain so 
for long. I hope, by traveling through the 
districts, and by other* means, to become 
acquainted as far as possible with all 
classes and to gain a personal insight into 
their conditions. Lady Dudley joins me in 
the hope that our relations with the Irish 
people will daily increase in sympathy and 
friendliness.”’ 


CRUISER MAKES RECORD TIME. 


LONDON, Sept. 25.—The new armored 
cruiser Drake entered Portsmouth harbor 
this evening and reported that she had 
steamed twenty-four knots an hour. 

This is the fastest record ever made by 
a British cruiser.

PRAISES NEW YORK DETECTIVES. 





BERLIN, Sept. 25.—The Neueste Na- 
chrichten to-day publishes a long editorial 
article on the New York police force, ex- 
plaining principally its organization. The 
paper considers the strongest feature of the 
New York force to be its detective bureau, 
and says: 

“The impression which the criminal police 


make in external appearance and behavior 
is exceedingly fdvorable. Their work de- 
serves the highest recognition when one 
considers that there are only 150 men (in 
the Detective Bureau) to contend with New 
York's criminal classes, besides the great 
difficulties which grow out of the non- 
existence of the Continental registration 
system, which enables the polite of Conti- 
nental cities to keep track of everybody's 
movements. 

“Special difficulties arise in New York 
from the peaease of extensive and distinct 
Chinese, Italian, and Jewish quarters, the 
inmates of which belong to secret societies 
which interpose all possible obstacles to the 
police when they seek information. It is a 
strong proof of the efficiency of the New 
York police force that public safety there 
is relatively good, notwithstanding the fact

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TO BE UNITED STATES 
AMBASSADOR AT BERLIN 


Charlemagne Tower Will Succeed 
Andrew D. White. 








It Is Understood that Bellamy Storer 
Will Succeed Mr. Tower as 
Ambassador to Russia. 





BERLIN, Sept. 25.—President Roosevelt 
has chosen Charlemagne Tower, at present 
United States Ambassador to Russia, to 
succeed Andrew D. White as Ambassador 
to Germany. Notification of this decision 
and that Mr. White's letters of recall have 
been issued by the United States State 
Department has reached the Foreign Office 
here. 

The appointment of Mr. Tower had been 
expected here for several weeks. As he was 
passing through Berlin six weeks ago he 
gave a hint to one or two of his friends 
that he might be transferred to this Court. 
Mr. Tower's sister, Mrs. George L. Woods, 
of Philadelphia, is well remembered in Ber- 
lin as an American who was presented at 
Court, and whose diamends and pearls 
were more splendid than those worn by the 
Empress. 

Mr. White will probably nct have his 
farewell audience of the Emperor on Nov. 
7, as had been provisionally arranged, be- 
cause nis Majesty leaves here on Nov. 5 
for England. The retiring Ambassador, 
therefore, is not likely to present his let- 
ters of recall until about the middle of 
November.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.—The President 
has decided to send Charlemagne Tower, 
the present Ambassador to St. Petersburg, 
to Berlin to succeed Andrew D. White, who 
resigned. It was the President's wish, it 
has frequently been said, to send the pres- 
ent Minister to Spain, Bellamy Storer, to 
Berlin, and, as a step toward this disposi- 
tion of the matter, not long ago the names 
of Mr. Tower, Mr. Storer, and Dr. Hill (the 
Assistant Secretary of State) were submit- 
ted to the Berlin Foreign Office with the 
inquiry whether any one of them would be 
acceptable to the German Government as 
Ambassador. The reply came that there 
was no objection to any of them. 

It has been supposed that the object of 
this course, which was unusual, was to as- 
certain whether or. not Mr. Storer was 
acceptable on account of the fact that he is 
a Catholic. At the same time there was 
objection to the advancement of Mr. Storer, 
and no inconsiderable part of it came from 
prominent men in Ohio, his State. 

Mr. Tower, who has represented the 
United States ably at St. Petersburg, had 
a desire to go to Berlin for personal rea- 
sons. He had been indorsed by the Penn- 
sylvania Senators, and it was believed that 
the situation would ultimately solve itself 
into one which would advance Mr. Tower to 
Berlin, as has been the case. It is now 
accepted that Mr. Storer is to go to St. 
Petersburg, which is a promotion, as he 
will be an Ambassador. Dr. Hill has no 
ambition to go to Madrid, which post Mr. 
Storer will leave. He desired to go to 
Berlin, having been a student for several 
years in Germany, and having special ideas 
in regard to America’s diplomatic policy 
toward the German Government. 

The belief is current here that the Presi- 
dent has decided to make Henry White, the 
Secretary of Embassy at London, Minister 
at Madrid. 

Ambassador White will not leave Berlin 
until some time in November, and the 
changes consequent on his retirement will 
therefore take place after that time. It is 
likely that official announcement of the 


changes will be made soon, either by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt or by the State Department. 


Charlemagne Tower was born in Phila- 
Gelphia in 1848 of wealthy parents, his 
father having accumulated a large fortune 
in railway and mining enterprises. He was 
educated at a military academy in New 
Haven, at Phillips Exeter Academy, and at 
Harvard. After graduation from the uni- 
versity he spent four years abroad in travel 
and in the study of history, modern lan- 
guages, and literature. After his return 
from Europe he studied law in Philadel- 
phia. He was admitted to the bar in 1878 
and received the degree of LL. D. from La- 
fayette College the same year. 

our years later Mr. Tower went to Du- 
luth, where he became President of the 
Duluth and Iron Range Railroad and Man- 
aging Director of the Minnesota Iron Com- 
pany. He returned to Philadelphia in 
1897, and the same year was appointed 
Minister to Austria-Hungary. Two years 
later he was promoted to the Ambassador- 
aa 2 to Russia. 

r. Tower married in 1888 Miss Helen 
Smith, at Oakland, Cal. They have five 
children, three sons and two daughters.

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DRAKE PLUNGE SUCCEEDED 


Chicago Turfman Scored a Win 
with Trinity Bell at Odds On. 








OLD ENGLAND WON THE STAKE 





Light Fields Raced on a Track Deep in 
Thin Mud at Gravesend—Three 
Favorites First. 





John A. Drake, one of the most conspic- 
uous horse owners in the racing world this 
season, again was the central figure at the 
Gravesend track yesterday, when one more 
plunge by the Chicago turfman went 
through safely, in spite of conditions that 
seemed most favorable for a break in the 
Drake “‘ luck.” Simply because of the Drake 
éntry, Trinity Bell, the fifth race on the 
programme, and one of the cheapest events 
of the day, took first place in interest, the 
betting crowd paying vastly more atten- 
tion to the selling purse. 

There were very few present save the 
betting men, for the weather was dismally 
wet and the track deep tn thin mud and 
slush, the fields in consequence being great- 
ly reduced. 

The public generally hurried to take the 
first price offered against Trinity Bell, and 
the rush forced the price from even money 
at the opening down to 8 to 5, but as the 
rush then ceased the betting gradually rose 
to 4 to 5 against Trinity Bell and remained 
at that figure to post time, aided by che 
heavy backing received by Malden. 

The race was run in a drenching rain 
after a long delay at the post, which was 
supposed to work against the chances of 
Trinity Bell, but the result was the same as 
in most of the races that the Drake horses 
have run, for after galloping well up to the 
head of the stretch, Trinity Bell went to 
the front and won with a lot in hand by 
three lengths, while Malden, whose inclina- 
tion to run oozed out in the delay at the 
post, stepped badly after three furlongs, 
and finished away back. After the race the 
fact became known that a great amount of 
money had been bet on the winner through 
commissioners other than those who have 
acted for the Drake stable on former occa- 
sions. The only penalty for the triumph 
was that Trinity Bell, entered to sell for 
$600, was bid up $1,400 by Albert Simons, 
the owner retaining her for the usual ad- 
vance of $5. The horse was the first of the 
Drake stable that has been bid up in the 
East, and a Western man then did the bid- 
ding, though New York turfmen have been 
grumbling ever since the advent of the 
Drake stable over the alleged practice of 
the Chicago horseman in racing stake 
horses for selling purses. 

For the Parkville Stakes, over the short 
six-furlong course for three-year-olds, four 


horses ran, with Whiskey King the post 
favorite and Old England the next best 
tacked. Old England broke first after a 
tiresome delay at the post, and, going 
straight on, won all the way, finishing first 
by a length and a half, while Whiskey 
Ihing, who was slightly interfered with at 
the start by Clonmell, sulked early in the 
contest and was second only because the 
other runners were all at sea in the going. 
<3. B. Morris, owner of Old England, also 
won the fourth race with Sombrero, who 
Was opposed only by the two-year-old Ex- 
aminer, Sombrero starting at 1 to 10 and 
winning in a canter. 

With only four to run for the mile-and-a- 
furlong selling, Huntressa was the favor- 
ite at odds on, and after making all the 
pace, won about as she pleased.

American League Team Assured 
for This City Next Season. 





LOCATION OF GROUNDS SECRET 





National League Owners Discuss Plans 
to Block the 
Successful Rival League. 


Invasion of the 





Baseball matters of importance were dis- 
cussed at length by the National League 
franchise owners at a conference, which 
was begun on Wednesday and continued 
for several hours yesterday. The situa- 
tion in general was talked over, and the 
placing of an American League club in 
New York was a matter which received 
the greatest amount of attention. While 
Chairman John T. Brush and all the oth- 
ers who took part in the conference would 
not say so, there is no doubt that an ag- 
gressive policy has been decided upon in 
order to frustrate as far as possible the 
inroads which the fival organization will 
attempt to make on National League ter- 
ritory. 

While this conference was going on, the 
agents of the American League were not 
idle. James C. Kennedy, who has been 
very successful as a promoter of sporting 
events, has been spoken of as the man in 
whom the American League would intrust 
its affairs, so far as placing a club in this 
city. Mr. Kennedy, when seen yesterday, 
said: “I am sorry that this matter has 
been exploited, as I thought my name would 
not have been mentioned until I had every- 
thing arranged for publicity. Ban Johnson 
has been here within the past three days, 
but is out of the city at present. The Amer- 
ican League,will place a club here and will 
play on its own grounds in New York next 
season. I am not at liberty to say where 
they will locate. In a few days I may be 
able to say everything. For the present, 
let me tell you that we have options on 
three sites, one of which is admirably situ- 
ated, and when its location is made known 
will cause no little surprise. First-class 
players will make up the club. What.the 
baseball public want is first-rate ball, and 
that is what will be provided. New York 
is not a sentimental city, it is a business 
centre, and its people will demand the best 
article and support those who-give it.” 

Several sites were mentioned, but Mr. 
Kennedy would not say if any one of them 
was included in the three on which option 
had been secured by the American League. 

Late last evening Mr. Brush was seen in 
reference to the matters discussed during 
the conference of the National League Club 
representatives. He was conservative to a 
degree of secrecy when. asked if war had 
been declared against the American 
League, but admitted that peace proposals 
had not been made on either side. 

‘““ We considered many matters of internal 
interest,’’ he said, ‘‘ during the conference, 
none of which, however, would be of pub- 
lic interest. The reports of the season, 
which is now nearing its conclusion, given 
by the representatives of the different 
clubs, were very gratifying. As to our 
formulating plans for offsetting or frus- 


trating the American League, I can tell 
you that we will continue to travel along 
the same lines as we have done during the 
past season. This is a free country, and 
no person can be prevented from going into 
any legitimate business in which another 
is already engaged. The National League 
will continue to give exhibitions of clean 
baseball. It has always been honest in 
everything, and has fulfilled its promises. 
Everything it promised has been given. A 
strict regard has been maintained for all 
rights and privileges. Others cannot say 
so much. To some people territorial rights 
and reservations, club assets, which means 
players, are in no way sacred. We intend 
to protect ourselves and our property as 
we have done all along, and the outlook for 
next season is even more promising than 
at the beginning of this year. 

“The clubs in the National League re- 
ported to the meeting as to what players 
they had signed, and these reperts were 
very satisfactory indeed. I cannot say who 
has or hes not been signed. To do so at 
the present time would, to my mind, be 
extremely injudicious, as it might interfere 
with prospective deals or some that have 
been consummated. Manager-Captain Mc- 
Graw told us of his successful hunt for good 
players, and I am more than certain New 
York supporters of the game will have good 
reason to applaud the local club next sea- 
son.

President of English Association Of- 
ficially Reports Superiority of 
Yankees in the Singles. 


LONDON, Sept. 25.—The official report of 
W. H. Collins, President of the Lawn Ten- 
nis Association, of the tour of the British 
lawn tennis players in the United States 
frankly admits that the “‘ recent contests 
demonstrate1 that America possesses two 


. singles players ;. good at least as our best, 


but in double e have a pair better than 
anything they can for the moment pro- 
duce.’ 

Mr. Collins refers to the differences in 
the games as played in America and Eng- 
land and suggests that the United States 
and Great Britain adopt a uniform pattern 
of nets, centre straps, cords, and post sup- 
ports. He considers the American courts 
to be “‘above the average tournament 


courts in the United Kingdom,”’ and ac- 
knowledges the excellence of American 
balls, but says they are deader than the 
English, and thinks the elasticity of balis 
should be standardized as well as their size 
and weight. Mr. Collins also criticises mild- 
ly the laxity of American officials ‘n_ penal- 
izing “foot faults’’ and recommends that 
future international tournaments should Ir- 
clude one day’s rest, ‘‘ so that this country 
might play the same men in singles and 
doubles."

being made to secure a renewal. Whether 
these efforts will be successful is not yet 
known. 





First used as a boarding house patronized 
largely by French people, and later con- 
ducted on a larger scale as a hotel and res- 
taurant by J. M. Martin, this corner has 


been well known to New Yorkers for nearly 
a quarter of a century, and has also en- 
joyed considerable renown as the stopping 
place of foreign celebrities. 

The Snug Harbor authorities have 
shown only slight disposition to improve 
their large holdings, although such a course 
has been followed in one or two instances, 
when it has been found that the property 
could not be made to yield a satisfactory 
income-in any other way. It is only about 
three years ago that a new building was 
put up on another Snug Harbor plot—a cor- 
per opposite the Hotel Martin.

Shaw’s Announcement.

SECRETARY SHAW’S STATEMENT 


Head of the Treasury Says National 
Bank Circulation Has Been 
Increased $7,000,000. 


WASHINGTON, Sent. 25.—Secretary 


with 
the 


Shaw 


to-day gave out the following statement: 
“Money once covered into the Treasury 
(and this of course includes the Sub- 


Treasuries) cannot thereafter be deposited 
in banks. All customs receipts are by law 
payable to the Treasury and the Sub- 
Treasuries. The only fund, therefore, avail- 
able for deposit in banks is internal reve- 
nue and miscellaneous receipts before they 
have been actually covered into the Treas- 
ury. 

“ These amount to about $500,000 per day, 
and since the stringency arose to their 
fullest extent have been steadfastly re- 
turned to circulation. This policy will be 
continued for thirty or sixty days if need- 


ed, and longer if nécessary. 
‘“‘In the meantime, National bank cir- 
culation has been increased about &7,000,- 


000, largely induced by the distribution of 
deposits, and the further increase the 
amount of $8,000,000 is assured, 
“All rumors of experiments have 
unauthorized by the Treasury Department. 
It is to be hoped that the public will place 
no credence in vagaries started by irre- 


sponsible and untrusted men of the Street. 
It fs also hoped that the country will un- 
derstand that the Treasury Department, 
to the extent of its ability, will sand by

The amount 
maturing before June 30, 1908, is, in round 
figures, $20,650,000, The profit to the Gov- 
ernment if this offer shall be accepted will 
be, in round figures, $220,000,

CONTROL OF GREAT NORTHERN. 


Northern Securities Company Has Ob- 
tained Majority of Its Stock Since 
Peter Power Hearing. 





At the short hearing before Special Com- 
missioner Frederick G. Ingersoll, appvinted 
to take evidence in the case of the United 
States against the Northern Securities Com- 
pany, two important and hitherto undis- 
closed facts were brought out. One of them 
Was an answer to a question which in the 
Peter Power hearing Col. W. P. Clough, 
Fourth Vice President of the company, re- 
fused to answer. 

In the Peter Power hearing, Col. Clough 
stated thai, while the Northern Securities 
Company owned absolutely nearly all the 
stock of the Northern Pacific Ratlroad 
Company, it owned absolutely less than a 
majority of the Great Northern stock. The 
company did, however, hold a large amount 
of Great Northern stock which had not 
been transferred to the Northern Securities 
Company on the books of the Great North- 
ern. 

The lawyers representing Peter Power 
wanted to know of Col. Clough who re- 
ceived the Great Northern dividends on the 
untransferred stock. They sought in this 
way to prove that even if the stock was not 


transferred, the Northern Securities Com- 
pany did in fact. own a majority of the 
stock of both railroads, and that it was in 


effect a combination of them. Col, Clough, 
1iowever, steadfastly refused to give the 
information wanted. 

Solicitor General John T. Richards yes- 
terday asked what the Northern Securities 
Cempany meant by saying in its answer toa 
the Government's bil! that five-sixths of 
the Great Northeen stock had been nego- 
tiated for. Col. Clough answered that of 
the 1,250,000 shares of Great Nortnern out- 
standing the Northern Securities Compa- 
ny practically owns 1,238,804, of which 458,- 


17 are held nominally in other hands as 
trustees for the Northern Securities Com- 
pany. It thus develops that since the Peter 


Power hearing the Northern Securities 
Company has become the absolute owner of 
a majority of the Great Northern stock. 

It was then decided to postpone further 
hearings until Oct. 20, at St. Paul, Minn. 
A large part of the Peter Power evidence 
was placed in, the record yesterday as evi- 
dence in this case. ;

Byers Is Convicted of Defrauding Serv- 
ant Girl of Her Savings—Other 
Offenses Alleged. 


A swindler, who went through a mock 


marriage in order to obtain a servant girl's 
savings of $150, was arraigned before Judge 
Cewing in General Sessions yesterday. He 
was Michael Byers, who has a wife and 
children at 260 East Houston Street.

MAYOR LOW’S ARGUMENT 
FOR FULL ASSESSMENT 


Three Alternatives Named in the 
City’s Present Crisis. 








Stoppage of Improvements, Enlarge- 
ment of Credit, or Assessment of 
Real Estate at Full Value, Are 


the Points Raised. 





Mayor Low's weekly talk on city prob- 
lems had for its subject yesterday the full 
assessment of real estate. He explained 
the danger in the growth of the Sinking 
Fund and the enormous sums which the 
city must rafse by direct taxation each 
year to pay interest on city bonds. He 
said that $8,000,000 is being raised each 
year in excess of what is actually neces- 
sary to redeem the debt as it falls due, and 
that the burden will grow larger and larger 
every year unless the law is changed. 

In describing the crisis which the City 
Government is facing at the present time, 
the Mayor said: 

“The Controller's estimate is that if no 
change is made in the percentage of the 
assessed valuation of real estate the city’s 
debt-incurring capacity next year will be 
about $15,000,000 only. If this margin were to 
be reduced by relieving the taxpayer of the 
present excessive contribution to the sink- 
ing funds of $8,000,000, the city’s debt-in- 
curring capacity next year would, be re- 
duced to &7,000,000; barely enough to pro- 
new schools.

The need of a large debt-incurring capaci- 
ty was referred to as necessary in order 
that contracts can be made for the con- 
struction of the east side tunnel at an ap- 
proximate cost of $15,000,000. He explained 
that unless the city is ready to lock up 
the $15,000,000 at once the contract cannot 
be signed, although it will be several years 
before the money can be drawn from the 
Treasury. He said the city might be able 
to spend $5,000,000 for such a work and keep 
up with all other improvements, but the 
Constitution of the State prohibits the mak- 
ing of the contract niless the city has the 
$15,000,000 available. 

The Mayor said that the only 
way to increase the debt-incurring capacity 
of the city, other than by increasing real 
estate valuations, would be by an amend- 
ment to the Constitution, and that it would 
take three years to get relief in that way. 

Referring to the assessment of street rail- 
road franchises under the law as real es- 
tate, he argued that if real were 
equitably assessed at full value throughout 
the city, railroad corporations could not 
object to the full assessment of the value 
of their franchises, which would result in 
a larger revenue to the city. 

Continuing, the Mayor said: 

“The three alternatives before the city 
may now be clearly understood. All public 
improvements except school buildings, and 
all local improvements, must shortly stop; 
or, the State Constitution must be amend- 
ed so as to enlarge the city's credit; or, 
the city’s real estate must be assessed at 
full vaiue, as the law directs. 

“The first alternative is. not 
nor is the statement exaggerated, unless 
the city is prepared to place more than 
$8,500,000 in the tax levy in order to be able 
to borrdw $8,000,000, and to go on doing 
that year after year. The second alterna- 
tive is only less objectionable. It would 
stop all improvements for three years, and 
probably for a longer period. But a halt 
of three years in the city’s development,

while the city is installing the first plant 
of its interborough transportation system 
would injure the city’s real estate interest 
beyond calculation. The pathway to safety 
is to keep right on with the work to which 
the city has set its hand. 

" By the policy adopted, of assessing the 
city’s real estate at full value, as the law 
directs, the city's interborough transporta- 
tion system, both tunnels and bridges, can 
be practically completed before in any 
other way it could be further progressed 
at all. While we are about it, let us finish 
our subway system and get the benefit 
of it. The first subway is likely to be in 
use by the end of next year. The large de- 
crease in the State tax, and the possibility 
of great relief from the burden of the sink- 
ing funds, makes it possible at this time to 
resort. without hardship, to the plan adopt- 
ed. Under these circumstances, the in- 
creased credit that the city needs can be 
had, concurrently with a smaller tax levy. 
If that were not the case, the problem 
would be a very different one.” 

The Mayor argued that undér the full 
assessment plan taxes will be lower next 
year than under the percentage assessment 
plan of this year. He said: 

** The truth is that the principal hardship 
connected with taxation in any form comes 
from inequality of taxation. If it were 
practicable actually to assess every piece 
of property on the same basis, there would 
be very little complaint. It may fairly be 
urged, | think. that in a series of years 
assessments will be fairer on full value 
than on any other basis; for full value is a 
standard which the law recognizes. Excess 
may be cut down, and undervaluation may 
be put up when your standard is that which 
the law prescribes. An incompetent or dis- 
honest deputy may then be found out and 
dismissed; but, when nobody is assessed 
according to law, there is practically no 
remedy. A citizen who has the most to 
complain of on the ground of inequality. 
has no redress; for even he is not assessed 
as the law says he shall be.”’ 


The closing part of the talk dealt with 
the schools and the bearing of the Davis 
law on the increase of assessed values. 


The Mayor said that the law, as it stands, 
could not embarrass the situation for more 
than one year. He expects to speak next 
weck upon the schools. 





FEWER IRISH IMMIGRANTS. 
Effect of Movement by Bishops, Mem- 
bers of Parliament, and Press. 


The Director of the Mission of Our Lady 
of the Rosary for the Protection of Irish 
Immigrant Girls, the Rev. M. J. Henry, 
in an address issued yesterday explained 
the big decrease in the number of immi- 
grants arriving in the United States from 
Ireland during the fiscal year ending June 
20 last as due to the anti-immigration 
movement started by the Irish Bishops, 
Irish Members of Parliament, and the press. 

From the records of the landings at 
New York. Boston. and Philadelphia, 
throvgh which the Irish immigrants enter 
the United States, it was learned that dur- 
ing that yvear there came to this country 
from Ireland 28,846 persons of both sexes, 
as compared with 30,257 for the previous 
year, showing a falling off to the extent 
of 1,411. In the same year, Mr. Henry 
points out, the total number of immigrants 
arriving in the United States from all for- 
eign countries was about 100,000 in excess 
of the number for the year preceding. 

The address explains the work of the mis- 
sion, and says that during the past year 
10,650 Trish girls were met and assisted at 
the landing depot. 





PNEUMATIC MAIL TUBES. ° 


Service to be Resumed, and a West Side 
Tube Constructed. 


Assistant Postmaster Morgan announced 
vesterday that the pneumatic tube mail 
service would be resumed on Oct. 1. This 
service was discontinued on Jan. 1 last be- 
cause of a lack of appropriations. 

The service to be resumed has tubes run- 
ning to Brooklyn, to the Produce Exchange, 
and to Station H, at Forty-third Street 
and Lexington Avenue. This latter tube 
has branches to Station D, at Third Ave- 


nue and Ninth Street; the Madison Square 
station, and Station F, at Third Avenue 
and East Twenty-eighth Street. 

As soon as the service is resumed the 
company owning the tubes, the New York 
Mail and Newspaper Circulating Company, 
will commence operations looking to the 
construction of tubes connecting the Post 
<ayice with the sub-stations on the west 
side. 
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SPEEDY TRIAL FOR YOUNG. 


District Attorney’s Office Begins the 
Examination of Witnesses for. 
October Grand Jury. 


The work of preparation for bringing 
William Hooper, Young to speedy trial for 
the murder of Mrs. Anna Pulitzer was be- 
gun yesterday by Assistant District Attor- 
ney Garvan, who examined several of the 
witnesses for the Commonwealth. Who 
they were he would not say, but admitted 
that subpoenas had been issued for Ed- 
ward Crystal, the cab driver, who took 
Mrs. Pulitzer and Young to the Clarence 
flathouse, at 103 West Fifty-eighth Street; 
Max Levy, the Brooklyn physical culture 
man, and William Canning and his son, 
from whom Young bought the trunk in 
which the women’s clothing and the knife 
were shipped to Chicagu. The case will be 
presented to the October Grand Jury. 

Young spent a quiet day in the Tombs, 

though he was “lined up” once to permit 
of his possible identification as a swindler 
by an up-State publisher. The identifica- 
tion was not made. The prisoner was vis- 
ited by his counsel, W. F. S. Hart, in the 
mvurning, and during the remainder of the 
day smoked ‘cigarettes and read newspaper 
reports of his case. Several Mormon elders 
called on Mr. Hart, but the purpose of 
their visit was not disclosed. 
The mysterious man taken to the Harlem 
Hospital suffering from muriati acid pois- 
oning, who it was thought might be the 
mysterious “ Hiling,”’ of whom Young 
talked, turns out, according to the Jolice, 
to have had no possible connection with 
the case. He died last night without mak- 
ing a statement. 








PROF. HIRTH ARRIVES. 


He Will Conduct the New Course of 
Chinese at Columbia University 
—His Career. 


Prof. Friedrich Hirth, who has been ap- 
pointed to the recently established Dean 
Lung Chair of Chinese at Columbia, ar- 
rived yesterday on board the Hamburg- 
American steamship Patricia. He was met 
at the pier by Secretary Keppel of the Co- 
lumbia Faculty. Prof, Hirth said that he 
would not discuss his plans until he had 
seen President Butler. 

A description of the new course is to be 
issued by the university within a few days. 
In general the course is to be divided into 
three parts—artistic, practical, and scien- 
tific. Beginners will study the Chinese 
characters, advanced students will study 
Chinese texts on art, and general students 
are to be taught the history of the Chinese 
Empire. The professor commended Gen. 
Carpentier, who provided the money for 
the establishment of the chair, and said 
that he thought the course would be suc- 
cessful and popular. 

Prof. Hirth acquired his knowledge of the 
Chinese language and dialects during a res- 
idence of twenty-seven years in China and 
while he was connected with the Chinese 
customs service under Sir Robert Hart. His 
written works include ‘‘China and_ the 
Roman Orient,’’ ‘‘ Ancient Porcelain,’ and 
A Study in Chinese Mediaeval Industry 
and Trade.”’ 

In recognition of his work he was ap- 
pointed President of the branch of the 
Royal. Asiatic Society in China. Under the 
auspices of the Russian Academy he has 
investigated the Turkish inscriptions on the 
banks of the Orchow and Tola Rivers, in 


Mongoiia, and he demonstrated also the 
Chinese origin of the Huns. 


He is forty-eight years of age, and he 
possesses a Chinese library of 7,000 vol- 
umes, 


STEEL SPRING TRUST SUED. 





Action, Charging Attempt at Monopoly 
and Violation of Contract, Begun 
by Ex-Postmaster Dayton. 


Ex-Postmaster Charles W. Dayton began 
suit yesterday in the New York Supreme 
Court for a temporary injunction restrain- 
ing the Railway Steel Spring Company, 
with a combined capital of $20,000,000, 
which was recently organized, from selling 
its products in the Eastern, Middle, and 
Southern States. He also instituted a $50,- 
000 damage suit against the Detroit Steel 
Spring Company, now a part of the new 
steel spring combination, alleging violation 
of a contract made previous to that com- 
pany’s absorption by the trust. 

Mr. Dayton, when asked to further ex- 
plain the suit, said: 

“The facts in this case afford a striking 
illustration of modern trust. manipulation 
and oppression. The suit is instituted ih be- 
half of the Thornton N. Motley Company 
of this city, one of the largest raflway 
supply concerns in this country. On Nov. 
18, 1001, my clients made a contract with 
the Detroit Steel and Spring Company for 
the exclusive agency for the sale of steel 
springs in this territory. Through this ar- 
rangement the Motleys made long-term 
contracts with the New York Central, Bal- 
timore and Ohio, and other large railroads 
for supplying them with steel springs. 

“Some few months ago the Detroit com- 
pany and several other large concerns 
formed what is known as the Railway Steel 
and Spring Company, and capitalized it at 
$20,000,000, It then started to monopolize 
the steel spring business of the country. 
The Detroit company countermanded all 


the quotations and prices it had given to 
the Motley Company, and the railway com- 


pany covered the territory with its own 
sales agents, 
“The suit is brought to determine 


whether these trusts can arbitrarily ignore 
contracts and thus wipe out thousands of 
small dealers. We sue to restrain the 
trusts from acting as agents of the Detroit 
company in this territory, and also sue 
the latter company for damages sustained 
in not adhering to the contract.” 

The papers were served yesterday. They 
are returnable on Oct. 3. Argument will 
be heard by Justice Blanchard. 


FORGED TO PROVE HONESTY. 
Messenger’s Unusual Method of Show- 
ing Integrity Caused His Arrest. 


Louis Melamedoff, a messenger boy em- 
ployed by M. Cherry, a dealer in leather 
goods at 1,274 Broadway and 21 West 
Twenty-third Street, was arrested by Po- 
liceman Walter Clark of the East Fifty- 
first Street Station yesterday afternoon for 
attempting to have cashed a fraudulently 
indorsed check at the Fifth Avenue Bank, 
Fifth Avenue and Forty-fourth Street. 

The check was a good one, drawn by 
Mrs. Emma V. V. Rapello, a daughter of 
the late Justice Rapello. It was for $48.50. 
Melamedoff said he opened a letter in- 
closing the check by mistake, and thought 


that the best way to ‘‘square” himself 
with his employer was to get the check 
cashed and then give him the money as 


proof of his honesty. He intrusted the 
check to a telegraph messenger boy, Thom- 
as Lynch, to have it cashed, himself wait- 
ing on Forty-fourth Street for the money. 
Lynch in trying to explain how he came 
in possession of the check to the bank teller 
caused the suspicion that led to. Melame- 
doff's arrest. Melamedoff was held in 
$1,000 bail.
